M a n ila , Aug. 4, via Hongkong, Aug. 
IO.—The United States monitor Monte­ 
rey arrived here today. Manila will be 
attacked as soon as the monitor Monad 
nock comes here. She is expected by 
next Thursday. 
Admiral Dewey’s ships are stripping 
for action. 
Owing to the high wind and heavy 
seas the troops of the third expedition 
have not yet landed. The lighters were 
capsized in the attem pt and three na 
tives were drowned. 
Immediately after the arrival of the 
expedition General M erritt organized 
all his forces for an attack on Manila. 
The troops were formed into one di­ 
vision under command of General A n­ 
derson. The division is composed of 
two brigades, the First, under General 
McArthur, is made up of the Twenty- 
third and Fourteenth regular infantry 
and the Wyoming, N orth Dakota, Ida­ 
ho, Minnesota volunteers and the Astor 
battery. 
The Second brigade, under command 
of General Green, Eighteenth regular 
infantry, Third artillery, Engineers, 
Signal corps and California, Colorado, 
Nebraska, 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers. 
Utah battery. 
The two brigades number 9,000 men. 
Oregon troops garrisoned Oavite. 
Admiral Dewey’s fleet commands the 
trenches and camps of the Spaniards. 
The situation in Manila is critical. 
The lights of the city are extinguished. 
All meats are exhausted. The defenses 
are a cordon of trenches, two batteries 
of nine 6-inch guns each, the latter on 
the Oavite side. The big guns are di­ 
rectly in front. 
Further particulars of the fighting 
near Malate, on the night of July SI, 
say: 
General Greene’s force, numbering 
4,000 men, had been advancing and en­ 
trenching, The arrival of the third ex 
pedition lilied the Spaniards w ith rage, 
and they determined to give battle be 
fore Camp Dewey could be reinforced. 
The trenches extended from the beach 
300 yards to the left flank of the insur 
gents. 
Munday was the insurgent feast day, 
and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. 
Companies A and E of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania and the U tah battery 
were ordered to reinforce the right 
flank. 
In the midst of a raging typhoon, 
with a tremendous downpour of rain, 
the enemy’s force, estimated at 8,000 
men, attempted to surprise the camp. 
Our pickets were driven in and the 
trenches assaulted. The brave Penn­ 
sylvania men never flinched, but stood 
their ground under a withering fire. 
The alarm spread and the First Cali­ 
fornia regiment w ith two companies 
of the Third artillery, who fought with 
rifles, were sent to reinforce the Penn­ 
sylvanians. The enemy was on top of 
the trenches when these reinforcements 
arrived, and never was the discipline of 
the regulars better demonstrated than 
by the work of the Third artillery under 
Captain O’Hara. 
Nothing could be 
seen but flashes of Manser rifles. 
Men ran right up to the attacking 
spaniards and mowed them down w ith 
regular volleys. 
The Utah battery, under Captain 
loung, covered itself w ith glory. The 
men polled their guns through mud 
axle-deep. Two guns were sent around 
rn Dank and poured in a destructive en- 
finding fire. 
The enemy was repulsed and re­ 
heated in disorder. Our infantry had 
exhausted its ammunition and did not 
follow the enemy. 
Not an inch of ground was lost, but 
ae scenes in the trenches was one 
bever to be forgotten.

taught a lesson, and made the attack at 
long range with heavy artillery. The 
Utah battery replied and the artillery 
duel lasted an hour. 
One man was killed. He was Fred 
Spring8ter, First Colorado, and two 
men were wounded. 
On the night of Aug. 2, the artillery 
duel was renewed. 
General Greene issued this address to 
the troops: 
“ C am p D e w e y , N e a r M a n ila . 
“The brigadier general commanding 
desires to thank the troops engaged last 
night tor gallantry and skill displayed 
by them in repelling such a vigorous 
attack by largely superior forces of 
Spaniards. Not an inch of ground waB 
yielded by the Tenth. Pennsylvania in­ 
fantry and Utah artillery stationed in 
the trenches. 
“ A battalion of the Third artillery 
and First regiment California infantry 
moved forward to their support through 
a galling fire w ith the utmost intrepid­ 
ity. The courage and steadiness shown 
by all in their engagement is worthy of 
the highest commendation.” 
C a v ite , Manila bay, Aug. IO.—No 
attack has yet been made on the Span­ 
ish line, bat the Americans now occupy 
the trenchea formerly held by the insur­ 
gents.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. IO.—The secre­

W a s h in g to n , Aug. IO.—More than 24 
hours after it had Vegan to reach W ash­ 
ington the Spanish note, in answer to 
the president’s peace conditions, was 
presented at the W hite House by the 
French ambassador late yesterday after­ 
noon. 
W hat the nature of the answer 
was can only be conjectured at this 
stage, the secretary of state, at the con­ 
clusion of the conference, making the 
formal statement that nothing w hat­ 
ever could be said on the subject. 
The conference lasted about a n hour 
and twenty-five minutes. 
This pro­ 
longed discussion was believed to indi­ 
cate thai the Spanish answer was not 
satisfactory in all respects, though in 
just w hat points it fell short of meeting 
the expectations of the president it is 
impossible to say. 
It was felt by the observers that had 
the answer been a complete acceptance 
of oar terms, the result would have 
been made public. On the Other hand 
it would be a strained inference to cbn- 
clude that the answer was unsatisfac­ 
tory entirely, for in that case, accord­ 
ing to the president’s statement hereto­ 
fore made, his offer would have been 
definitely withdrawn and the w ar re­ 
sumed with greater energy than before. 
It would 
seem that 
there coaid 
scarcely be a good reason in this case 
for withholding the result of the con­ 
ference. On a whole it is rather to be 
concluded that a middle result was ob­ 
tained; that Spain was found to have 
attached certain conditions to her ac­ 
ceptance of the president’s terms, but 
that the latter was not disposed to re­ 
gard the injection of the new m atter as 
sufficient in itself to w arrant an imme­ 
diate termination of the peace negotia­ 
tions. According to this view, it woald 
seem that the president had taken ex­ 
ception to some of the Spanish condi­ 
tions, but has allowed a last opportunity 
for them to be withdrawn or modified. 
The Spanish reply is said to be di­ 
vided into five points or heads, namely, 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrone islands, oc­ 
cupation of Manila, and appointment 
of a commission, which are treated in 
the order named. So far as could be 
learned no mention is made of the 
Cuban debt. 
The retention of arms 
and ammunition by the Spanish troops 
comes in for indirect reference under 
the head of Cuba. 
In the absence of an official state­ 
ment it is impossible to give the Span­ 
ish position on the several American 
conditions. 
But from the best informa­ 
tion obtainable, in treating each sub­ 
ject, Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrones, Ma­ 
nila and peace commission, an accept­ 
ance in some cases is understood to re­ 
late to conditions somewhat different 
to those laid down by the American 
government. 
As to Caba, the Ameri­ 
can terms demanded the evacuation of 
the island without specifying the future 
form of government. The Spanish re­ 
ply is said to accept the principle that 
Spanish sovereignty over Cuba will ter­ 
minate, but it is understood to take ap 
the futare government of the island, 
and because of the extent Spanish in­ 
terests there, is said to take the view, 
either 
express or implied, that the 
United States should administer to the 
affairs of the island. As to the time of 
evacuating Cube, this is a detail which 
the Spanish reply is said to regard as 
among many which can be left to the 
commission for final determination. 
The American condition! as to Porto 
Rico, the Ladrones, Manila, etc., are 
believed to be accepted, but the topics 
are treated at some length, and it will 
require tne fall text to show how far 
the language used may be construed as 
an acceptance. 
The provision as to the commission is 
assented to. 
The commission is to con­ 
sist of five commissioners on each side, 
with Paris as the probable meeting 
place. 
The Spanish reply is said to de­ 
velop somewhat the scope of the com­ 
mission, leaving to it not only the de­ 
termination of the future of the Philip­ 
pines, but also the details involved in 
the arrangement of a lasting peace. 
The outcome of the conference is un­ 
known, bat the best opinion obtainable 
is that the matter is still open, that Am­ 
bassador Caraboa will report to Spain 
the results of his efforts aud the desires 
of this government, and that another

M a n ila , July 
30, via Hongkong, 
Aug. IO.—The scarcity of food now 
affects even the richest class in Manila. 
There is no meat, bread or flour, ex­ 
cept very small re£3rves, chiefly laid 
under 
requisition for 
the Spanish 
troops. 
The newspapers, though rigidly cen­ 
sored, admit that the famine and the 
unprecedented rains are causing an 
epidemic. They pretend that the dis­ 
orders are trivial intestinal ailments, 
but it is believed most of them are 
dysintery, duo to wretched food and the 
dangerous character of the water. 
A 
number of im portant persons are ill. 
An abattoir has been established fo r. 
slaughtering horses and dogs. 
The 
newspapers adm it that the m ilitary 
bakers are reduced to the necessity of 
using rice, the stock of whioh will 
shortly be exhausted. 
The stock of fuel, too, is exhausted 
and the bakers are borning doors and 
window frames. It is impossible to eat 
uncooked rice. 
A decree has been issued authorizing 
the entry of private premises and the 
seizure of cattle and horses there, for a 
nominal payment, made in worthless 
drafts. 


MILES TO THE FRONT. 


H s Expects to Advance T ow ard A dj no tee 
In rn Few Days.

P o n c e , Ang. IO.—General Miles will 
probably leave on the Adjnntas road in 
a day or two, w ith a troop of the Sec­ 
ond cavalry. Telegraphic communica­ 
tion has been established between his 
headquarters and all the moving col­ 
umns, but the reports yesterday morn­ 
ing showed that all was quiet. 
General Wilson’s headquarters are 
now at Desoalabrada river. 
General Wilson in person had made a 
reconnoisance within sight of the 
Spanish outposts entrenched a mile this 
side of Coamo and he estimates that 
the Spaniards are 400 strong at that 
point. General Ernst's brigade of the 
two batteries which is encamped here 
indulged in target practice Monday. 


GENERAL BUTLER AROUSED.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. IO.—A distorb- 
anoe, caused by a number of men of the 
Third Virginia, has created a sensation 
at Camp Alger, and probably will result 
in the dishonorable discharge of a num ­ 
ber of soldiers. 
Monday evening a 
member of the regiment had trouble 
with a teamster outside the lines and 
blows were exchanged. 
It is said that 
the Virginian was getting the worst of 
it when a number of his comrades 
rushed across the sentry lines to his aid. 
General Butler, commanding the di­ 
vision, saw the latter part of the out­ 
break and took a serious view of the in ­ 
cident. 
He has announced his derision 
to have everyone engaged dishonorably 
discharged.

F IE R C E LAND FIGHTING. 


H Least 14 Killed In the Fighting

M a n ila , Aug. 4, via Hongkong, Aug. 
IO.—The United States monitor Monte­ 
rey arrived here today. Manila will be 
attacked as soon as the monitor Monad- 
nock comes here. She is expected by 
next Thursday. 
Admiral Dewey’s ships are stripping 
lor action. 
Owing to the high wind and heavy 
seas the troops of the third expedition 
have not yet landed. The lighters were 
capsized in the attempt and three na­ 
tives were drowned. 
Immediately after the arrival of the 
expedition General Merritt organized 
all his forces for an attack on Manila. 
The troops were formed into one di­ 
vision under command of General An­ 
derson. The division is com posed of 
two brigades, the First, under General 
McArthur, is made up of the Twenty- 
third and Fourteenth regular infantry 
and the Wyoming, North Dakota, Ida­ 
ho, Minnesota volunteers and the Astor 
battery. 
The Second brigade, under command 
of General Green, Eighteenth regular 
infantry, Third artillery, Engineers, 
Signal corps and California, Colorado, 
Nebraska, 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers. 
Utah battery. 
The two brigades number 9,OOO men. 
Oregon troops garrisoned Cavite. 
Admiral Dewey’s fleet commands the 
trenches and camps of the Spaniards. 
The situation in Manila is critical. 
The lights of the city are extinguished. 
All meats are exhausted. The dafenses 
are a cordon of trenches, two batteries 
of nine 0-inch guns each, the latter on 
the Cavite side. The big guns are di­ 
rectly in front. 
Further particulars of the fighting 
near Malate, on the night of July 31, 
say: 
General Greene’s force, numbering 
4,000 men, had been advancing and en­ 
trenching, The arrival of the third ex­ 
pedition tilled the Spaniards with rage, 
and they determined to give bathe be­ 
fore Camp Dewey could be reinforced. 
The trenches extended from the beach 
800 yards to the left flank of the insur­ 
gents. 
Sunday was the insurgent feast day, 
and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. 
Companies A and E of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania and the Utah battery 
were ordered to reinforce the right 
flank. 
In the midst of a raging typhoon, 
with a tremendous downpour of rain, 
the enemy’s force, estimated at 3,000 
men, attempted to surprise the camp. 
Cur pickets were driven in and the 
trenches assaulted. The brave Penn­ 
sylvania men never flinched, but stood 
their ground under a withering fire. 
The alarm spread and the First Cali­ 
fornia regiment with two companies 
of the Third artillery, who fought with 
rifles, were sent to reinforce the Penn­ 
sylvanians. The enemy was on top of 
the trenches when these reinforcements 
arrived, and never was the discipline of 
the regulars better demonstrated than 
by the work of the Third artillery under 
Captain O’Hara.

“The brigadier general commanding 
desires to thank the troops engaged last 
night for gallantly and skill displayed 
by them in repelling inch a vigorous 
attack by largely superior forces of 
Spaniards. 
Not an inch of ground was 
yielded by the Tenth- Pennsylvania in­ 
fantry and Utah artillery stationed in 
the trenches. 
“A battalion of the Third artillery 
and First regiment California infantry 
moved forward to their support through 
a galling fire with the utmost intrepid­ 
ity. 
The courage and steadiness shows 
by all in their engagement is worthy of 
the highest commendation.”

W a sh in g to n, Aug. IO.—More than 24 
hours after it had Vegan to reach Wash­ 
ington the Spanish note, in answer to 
the president's peace conditions, was 
presented at the White House by the 
French ambassador late yesterday after­ 
noon. 
What the nature of the answer 
was can only be conjectured at this 
stage, the secretary of state, at the con­ 
clusion of the conference, making the 
formal statement that nothing what­ 
ever could be said on the subject. 
The conference lasted about an hour 
and twenty-five minutes. 
This pro­ 
longed discussion was believed to indi­ 
cate that the Spanish answer w%s not 
satisfactory in all respects, thoofh in 
just what points it fell short o f meeting 
the expectations of the president it is 
impossible to say. 
It was felt by the observers that had 
the answer been a complete acceptance 
of our terms, the result would have 
been made public. 
On the other hand 
it would be a strained inference tocbn- 
elude that the answer was unsatisfac­ 
tory entirely, for in that case, accord­ 
ing to the president’s statement hereto­ 
fore mode, his offer would have been 
definitely withdrawn and the war re­ 
sumed with greater energy than before. 
It would 
seem that 
there could 
scarcely be a good reason in this case 
for withholding the result of the con­ 
ference. On a whole it is rather to be 
concluded that a middle result was ob­ 
tained; that Spain was found to have 
attached certain conditions to her ac­ 
ceptance of the president’s terms, but 
that the latter was not disposed to re­ 
gard the injection of the new matter as 
sufficient in itself to warrant an imme­ 
diate termination of the peace negotia­ 
tions. According to this view, it woald 
seem that the president had taken ex­ 
ception to some of the Spanish condi­ 
tions, but has allowed a last opportunity 
for them to be withdrawn or modified. 
The Spanish reply is said to be di­ 
vided into five points or heads, namely, 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrone islands, oc­ 
cupation of Manila, and appointment 
of a commission, which are treated in 
the order named. So far as could be 
learned no mention is made of the 
Cuban debt. 
The retention of arms 
and ammunition by the Spanish troops 
comes in for indirect reference under 
the head of Cuba. 
In the absence of an official state­ 
ment it is impossible to give the Span­ 
ish position on the several American 
conditions. 
But from the best informa­ 
tion obtainable, in treating each sub­ 
ject, Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrones, Ma­ 
nila aud peace commission, an accept­ 
ance in some cases is understood to re­ 
late to conditions somewhat different 
to those laid down by the American 
government. 
As to Caba, the Ameri­ 
can terms demanded the evacuation of 
the island without specifying the future 
form of government. The Spanish re­ 
ply is said to accept the principle that 
Spanish sovereignty over Cuba will ter­ 
minate, but it is understood to take up 
the future government of the island, 
and because of the extent Spanish in­ 
terests there, is said to take the view, 
either 
express or implied, that the 
United States should administer to the 
affairs of the island. 
As to the time of 
evacuating Cube, this is a detail which 
the Spanish reply is said to regard as 
among many which can be left to the 
commission for final determination. 
The American conditions as to Porto 
Rico, the Ladrones, Manila, etc., are 
believed to be accepted, but the topics 
are treated at some length, and it will 
require tne full text to show how far 
the language used may be construed as 
an acceptance. 
The provision as to the commission is 
assented to. 
The commission is to con­ 
sist of five commissioners on each side, 
with Paris as the probable meeting 
place. 
The Spanish reply is said to de­ 
velop somewhat the scope of the com­ 
mission, leaving to it not only the de­ 
termination of the future of the Philip­ 
pines, but also the details involved in 
the arrangement of a lasting peace. 
The outcome of the conference is un­ 
known, bur the best opinion obtainable 
is that the matter is still open, that Am­ 
bassador Gumboil w ill report to Spam 
the results of his efforts aud the desires 
of this government, and that another

th e Slaughtering o f Horse# 
and Dogs. 


M a n ila , July 
30, via Hongkong, 
Aug. IO.—The scarcity of food now 
affects even the richest class in Manila. 
There is no meat, bread or flour, ex­ 
cept very small reearves, chiefly laid 
under 
requisition 
for 
the Spanish 
tr< Kips. 
The newspapers, though rigidly cen­ 
sored, admit that tho famine and the 
unprecedented rains are causing an 
epidemic. They pretend that the dis­ 
orders are trivial intestinal ailments, 
but it is believed most of them are 
dysiutery, duo to wretched food and the 
dangerous character of the water. 
A 
number of important persons are ill. 
An abattoir has been established for 
slaughtering horses and dogs. 
The 
newspapers admit that the military 
bakers are reduced to the necessity of 
using rice, the stock of which will 
shortly be exhausted. 
The stock of fuel, too, is exhausted 
and the bakers are burning doom and 
window frames. It is impossible to eat 
uncooked rice. 
A decree has been issued authorising 
the entry of private premises and the 
seizure of cattle aud horses there, for a 
nominal payment, made in worthless 
drafts.

MILES TO THE FRONT. 


E xpects to A dvance T ow ard Adj antas 
In n Few Days. 


P o n c e, Aug. IO.— General Miles will 
probably leave on the Adjnntas road in 
a day or two, with a troop of the Sec­ 
ond cavalry. Telegraphic communica­ 
tion has been established between his 
headquarters and all the moving col­ 
umns, bat the reports yesterday morn­ 
ing showed that all was quiet. 
General Wilson’s headquarters are 
now at Desoalabrada river. 
General Wilson in person had made a 
reoonnoisance within sight of the 
Spanish outposts entrenched a mile this 
side of Coamo and he estimates that 
the Spaniards are 400 strong at that 
point. General Ernst’s brigade of the 
two batteries which is encamped here 
indulged in target practice Monday. 


GENERAL BUTLER AROUSEO.

W a sh in g t o n, Aug. IO.—A disturb­ 
ance, caused by a number of men of the 
Third Virginia, has created a sensation 
at Camp Alger, and probably will result 
in the dishonorable discharge of a num­ 
ber of soldiers. 
Monday evening a 
member of the regiment had trouble 
with a teamster outside the lines and 
blows were exchanged. 
It is said that 
the Virginian was getting the worst of 
it when a number of his comrades 
rushed across the sentry lines to his aid. 
General Butler, commanding the di­ 
vision, saw the latter part of the out­ 
break and took a serious view of the in­ 
cident. 
He has announced his decision 
to have everyone engaged dishonorably 
discharged.

Bat Oar M ilitary Ruler Gives Patient At­ 
tention to A ll W ho Wish to See Him. 
Nobody W ill Be Perm itted to Stir Up 
Strife In the Town He Ie Governing. 
Reduced the Price of Bread Prom OO 
Cento Per Pound Loaf to 30 Cento—Hie 
Treatment of Robbery by Violence. 


One of the most popular men in the 
Fifth army corps now in Cuba is Gen­ 
eral Leonard Wood, m ilitary governor 
of Santiago. His predecessor, General 
JtfcKibben, who retired on account of 
sickness, was a gallant soldier, but he 
lad a quick temper and not overmnch 
tact. The army thought that his ap­ 
pointment was hardly the best that 
could have been made. Bat it applauded 
the selection of Wood. He had made a 
fine record for bravery and sound judg­ 
ment during the war. Everybody knew 
that broad, cool, kindly face and that 
sturdy figure with the plain gray shirt 
and riding breeches. Wood wore no em­ 
blem of rank, bot no one ever took him 
for a private or a subordinate officer. 
Everybody who came in contact with 
him was charmed with his simplicity 
of manner, the shrewdness and fairness 
of his remarks, and his uniform unpre­ 
tentious politeness. There were many 
stories of his steadings at Gnasimas, 
where he commanded the First volun­ 
teer cavalry, and they were all of a 
kind—that he was observant of the lit­ 
tle things which went to clinch victory 
and which other men in their excite­ 
ment forgot 
“ Take cover,” he said to one reckless 
fellow, “ there’ll be other battles to 
fight, ” and to another: 
“ What in the world are yon doing 
w ith that hatohet? Throw it away and 
pump your fire into them. ’’ 
And again: “ Stop th at loud talking 
on the le ft Give all your attention to 
the enemy.” 
On historic July I Wood command­ 
ed a cavalry brigade in the absence of 
General Young, who was a sick man, 
and the ex-army physician proved him ­ 
self more than competent to wear his 
new honors. The army recognized in 
him the born soldier, and there was not 
the least tinge of jealousy in the con­ 
gratulations that flowed in on him 
when he was promoted. Again, the 
army thought well of his selection for 
m ilitary governor, because he was a 
combination of soldier and physician 
and had executive capacity of a high 
order. 
After these rapid promotions it would 
not have been singular, regarding Wood 
as an average man, if he had felt his 
importance and shown it in his face and 
manner. 
Bat Leonard Wood is not an 
average man, and no one oould say of 
him that he had the “ swelled head.” 
As m ilitary ruler of the city, in the 
governor’s palace, over which floated 
the stars and stripes, he was the same 
Wood—plain, straightforward, consid­ 
erate, quick of perception, but deliber­ 
ate in speech, genial but strenuous. 
Any one could see him ; he listened to 
everybody. He worked hard, early and 
late, and listened patiently to all sorts 
of appeals and complaints. The gray 
shirt was still in evidence and often he 
ate his meals in a shabby restaurant 
much frequented by soldiers. 
He did 
not like being m ilitary governor and 
frankly said so, but he performed the 
duties as if he were in love w ith them. 
Order in public places and cleanli­ 
ness in the streets were his hobby. Bot 
he was heavily handicapped ae a Bani 
tarian. There was no fund for paying 
laborers. The only consideration for 
work in the streets which he could 
offer was government rations, and when 
the Red Gross society was relieving dis­ 
tress w ith a liberal hand provisions 
were soon a drag in the labor m arket 
But Governor Wood managed to flush 
tho streets and to get rid of some of the 
smells. To make Santiago dean and 
sweet in a day would be beyond the in­ 
genuity and strength of a Waring, how­ 
ever. 
Wood’s drastio reforms were too 
much for the people he had to deal 
with. He proclaimed, for instance, that 
heads of families and physicians not 
reporting deaths should be put to work 
on the streets for 30 days, and in the 
local Cuban street he was straightway 
denounced as a tyrant more intolerable 
than Weyler. 
But he was right. Cof­ 
fins containing decomposed dead had 
been carried through the streets, and 
soldiers on post had fled down lanes, 
struggling with nausea. 
Finding the price of bread 50 cents 
the pound loaf, he ordered, after due 
investigation, that it be reduced to 20 
cents. The higher price was extortion, 
and it could not be allowed in a city 
where want was stalking. People came 
to Governor Wood w ith all sorts of 
complaints, regarding him as a Solo­ 
mon who had the power and the wis­ 
dom to settle all disputes and forgetting 
that a civil government still existed. 
Bot it was not his business to oompel 
the payment of debts, assure to heirs 
their own and sit as a judge in equity. 
Widows sometimes came to him charg­ 
ing that tenants refused to pay rent or 


quit, and if the charge was proved be­ 
fore the civil authorities General Wood 
was ready to oust the wicked tenant 
A Cuban editor landed with his sat­ 
ellite, a well dressed, sleek and cocky 
personage, and he informed General 
Wood that he had come to establish a 
political paper in Santiago. 
“ Not while I am governor, ” said the 
general. 
“ W hat! Do yon mean to tell me that 
I cannot start a newspaper now the 
Americans are in possession?” gasped 
the editor. 
“ If you would like to, certainly,” 
mid Wood quietly, “ bat yon will hav« 
to confine yourself to the news of the 
day and let politics alone. I won’t have 
any agitation here. ” 
“ Why, can’t I insist on Santiago for 
the Cubans?” said the raffled editor. 
‘ ‘ There is no need of such insistence, ” 
explained General Wood. “ Santiago at 
present is as much for the Cubans as 
for the resident Spaniards, and ss much 
for the Spaniards as the Cubans. I shall 
see that every man has his rights and 
enjoys his liberties, be he black or 
white, or whatever his nationality. Be­ 
sides, the Spanish oivil government is 
still in office, according to our compact 
with General Toral, and is behaving it­ 
self. To let you come in here and ex­ 
ploit political animosities in your jour­ 
nal woald amount to a breach of faith. 
No, print legitimate news if yon will, 
but no politics. ” The personage flung 
himself out in high dudgeon, and in the 
Cafe Venus was afterward heard saying 
to a satellite: 
“ We’ll go to Porto Rico, where we 
can get decent treatment. ” 
Reports were sometimes brought to 
General Wood that a party of our sol­ 
diers had eaten a meal at a restaurant 
and refused to pay for it, and occasion­ 
ally there was the story of a petty 
theft. The m ilitary governor was anx­ 
ious to make an example of one of the 
fellows who was disgracing the uni­ 
form, and the time came. A volunteer 
soldier, charged with standing guard at 
the door of a jewelry shop while fonr 
companions “ held up” the proprietor 
at the point of a pistol, was brought be­ 
fore him. 
“ Do you know w hat the penalty of 
this offense is if yon are proved guilty?” 
mid General Wood sternly. 
The fellow mid he didn’t, and his 
tone was insolent and defiant. 
“ Well, yon w ill be hanged,” return­ 
ed General Wood, and then as the m an’s 
glance fell, “ I want to know who was 
with yon in the store. ” 
Cowed, the prisoner told the names 
of his companions. General Wood at 
once sent word to the colonel of the regi­ 
ment to have them delivered up to him. 
To a witness of the proceedings Gen­ 
eral Wood said afterward: 
“ This is the spirit of looting, and we 
have pledged ourselves to protect the 
people of Santiago. I am not fit for my 
place if I allow a single infraction of 
the m ilitary law to go unpunished. 
Robbery by violence is intolerable, and 
these fellows should have short shrift 
if the charge is proved. ” 
General Wood’s greatest concern is 
the health of Santiago during the sum­ 
mer months. 
As a physician he knows 
that much is to be done before the city 
can be pot into a sanitary condition 
that w ill check the spread of yellow 
fever. The plague exists in Santiago at 
the present time in sporadic form, and 
the wisdom of keeping the army in the 
country has been vindicated. Angust is 
an unhealthy month in Santiago, and 
September and October are worse. Resi­ 
dents w ill tell yon that yellow fever is 
usually epidemic in the city during 
those months. General Wood has been 
told sa As a physician he has a reputa­ 
tion to sustain, but there are no fonds 
for him to work with. To use a poker 
phrase, it is up to the government at 
Washington. Is it going to hold up 
Governor Wood’s hands or let him make 
the fight alone?—New York Sun.

Opinion of a Merchant From Havaost on 
Ito Conditions and Prospects.

“ Cuba is an oat and out agricultural 
country, and American enterprises can 
only succeed when recognizing the fact 
I think, however, that one of the first 
things needed throughout Cuba will be 
electric railroads. 
After this the next 
important item of shipment should be 
lumber and other building materials. 
Real estate in Havana is selling at next 
to nothing. 
It has not been possible to 
collect 
mortgages 
or get judgment 
against any property during the last 
year. Building operations with a strong 
government, therefore, should, I think, 
have a considerable boom. I should also 
imagine that a number of large sugar 
refineries in Cuba would be a profitable 
investment In addition, public schools, 
roads and road implements and mining 
machinery are needed. There are many 
opportunities, I think, for large hotels. ”

The National Vanity Borders on the Ab­ 
surdly Grotesque, and Playing the Gen­ 
tleman Has Been Called “tho Endemic 


Disease of Spain.” 


It is related that a young guard, hav­ 
ing neglected to pay the usual salute to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excused himself by saying that he did 
not know the offended nobleman’s rank. 
“ My friend,” replied his grace, “ the 
safe rnle is to assume that everybody in 
the palace who looks like a monkey is a 
grandee of the first class. 
The truth is the Spanish are a thor­ 
oughly mongrel race, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes os. Their country 
has probably been oftener overrun and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europe. 
Phoenician, 
Carthaginian, Roman, Vandal, Visigoth 
and Moor have all successfully made it 
their stamping ground, and the effect 
of all this upon the pure Castilian 
blood, whatever that may be, is indeli­ 
bly stamped on every really Spanish 
face. 
But playing the gentleman has been 
called “ the endemic disease of Spain,” 
and the national vanity is something 
grotesque. One of their historians seri­ 
ously advanced the theory that the first 
inhabitants of the country 
“ arrived 
by air,” so impressed was he by their 
superhuman qualities that nothing short 
of a descent from the sky could account 
for them. A subsequent historian, how­ 
ever, after a long and grave discussion 
of the question, finally announced his 
opinion that “ they more probably came 
by land.” 
After this we need not be astonished 
that the Spanish claim to possess the 
oldest families in Enrope. The surpris­ 
ing circumstance is that the claim is 
not wholly without foundation. 
Their 
family names can in some cases be trac­ 
ed back to an incredibly remote period, 
though it must not be assumed that the 
original blood persists in any purity. 
Probably the most ancient family in 
Spain is the house of Pacheco, whose 
estates are not far from Oarteia, now 
called Cartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Grassus fled from 
Italy he concealed himself for eight 
months at Ximena, near Carteia, in 
caves belonging to a Spanish gentleman 
named Paciccus. Cicero also mentions 
this generons Spaniard, and there can 
be no doubt that he was one of the an­ 
cestors of the Pacheco family, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the caves. This carried 
them back about 2, OOO years, to a period 
antedating the Christian era, bat it is 
possible to trace the line much further. 
The name is clearly of Phoenician origin, 
being ultim ately derived from “ patai- 
coi,” the word by which the Tyrians 
designated 
the 
carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 
The identification is made more com­ 
plete by the fact that the Phoenicians 
were the founders of Carteia, as of Cad­ 
iz in the same province. That adds 
another 1,000 years or so to the Pacheco 
pedigree. Think of it—a landed estate 
remaining in the 
possession of the 
same family for 3,000 years! This is 
doubtless the most wonderful family 
tree in the world and unusually well 
authenticated. The Pachecos may well 
be pardoned for taking pride in it, 
though it roots in rather unsavory soil 
at last, for the great original Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 
Names that trace back to the Cartha­ 
ginian occupation in the time of Han­ 
nibal are also found, and the title of 
Hannibal’s own clan, Barca, is perpet­ 
uated by the Baroias and Garcias, well 
known families of Andalusia. There 
are also several names of Roman ante­ 
cedents, as Ponce and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Canine. A Spanish gentle­ 
man bearing the latter name was a per­ 
sonal friend of the poet Martial, all of 
which seems to bring antiquity very 
near—in Spain. The fact of the matter 
is she has never emerged from antiquity. 
The Spanish, however, are inclined 
to look back to the Goths as “ the purest 
fountain of nobility. ” 
This certainly 
seems a strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of all the barbarians that came down 
from the north to lay waste Roman civ­ 
ilization with fire and sword the Goths, 
with their cousins, the Vandals, were 
the most irredeemably villainous. 
And these Goths were no extraordi­ 
nary heroes either, even in war. 
W ith 
supine and braggart incompetency they 
lost to the Moors in the eight months’ 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Yet “ Gothic of Spain” is the pet phrase. 
To a rank outsider it would seem that 
the Basque families have the most hon­ 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees run 
back to time immemorial, though not 
easily traceable. The Basques represent 
the original population of the Spanish 
peninsula. Their seat is the mountains 
of the northern district, and in many 
ways remind us of the Welsh. 
They 
have the same simplicity of life, and 
the same really justifiable pride of birth, 
for their blood is the purest in Spain, if 
that counts for anything. 
Like the 
Welsh also, they have to a considerable 
extent maintained their ancient lan- 
fuage, one of the strangest which sur­ 
vive upon the earth, bearing no resem­ 
blance to any other in Europe. 
These Basque famines, for the most 
part, bear names which appear to be

A NEW CHARGE.

Reverend Epling, a minister in the 
west and a brother of Mrs. Reinartz, of 
this city, has been appointed chaplain 
of a Wisconsin regiment. The regiment 
was in Cuba when the appointment was 
made, and he is now on hi*? way to join 
his new charge. 


One of the most popular men in the 
Fifth army corps now in Cuba is Gen­ 
eral Leonard Wood, military governor 
of Santiago. 
His predecessor, General 
McKibben, who retired on account of 
sickness, was a gallant soldier, but he 
had a quick temper and not overmuch 
tact. The array thought that his ap 
pointment was hardly the best that 
could have been made. Bat it applauded 
the selection of Wood. He had made a 
fine record for bravery and sound judg 
meat during the war. Everybody knew 
that broad, cool, kindly face and that 
sturdy figure with the plain gray shirt 
and riding breeches. Wood wore no em­ 
blem of rank, bot no one ever took him 
for a private or a subordinate officer. 
Everybody who came in contact with 
him was charmed with his simplicity 
of manner, the shrewdness and fairness 
of his remarks, and his uniform an pre­ 
tentions politeness. There were many 
stories of his steadii4$s at Gnasimas, 
where he commanded the First volun­ 
teer cavalry, and they were all of a 
kind—that he was observant of the lit­ 
tle things which went to clinch victory 
and which other men in their excite­ 
ment forgot 
“ Take cover, ” he said to one reckless 
fellow, “ there’ll be other battles to 
fight, ” and to another: 
“ What in the world are yon doing 
with that hatchet? Throw it away and 
pomp your fire into them. ” 
And again: “ Stop that load talking 
on the left Give all your attention to 
the enemy.” 
On historic July I Wood command­ 
ed a cavalry brigade in the absence of 
General Young, who was a sick man, 
and the ex-army physician proved him­ 
self more than competent to wear his 
new honors. 
The army recognized in 
him the born soldier, and there was not 
the least tinge of jealousy in the con­ 
gratulations that flowed in on him 
when he was promoted. 
Again, the 
army thought well of his selection for 
military governor, because he was a 
combination of soldier and physician 
and had executive capacity of a high 
order. 
After these rapid promotions it would 
not have been singular, regarding Wood 
as an average man, if he had felt his 
importance and shown it in his face and 
manner. 
Bat Leonard Wood is not an 
average man, and no one oould say of 
him that he had the “ swelled head.” 
As military ruler of the city, in the 
governor’s palace, over which floated 
the stars and stripes, he was the same 
Wood—plain, straightforward, consid­ 
erate, quick of perception, but deliber­ 
ate in speech, genial bnt strenuous. 
Any erne could see him ; he listened to 
everybody. He worked hard, early and 
late, and listened patiently to all sorts 
of appeals and complaints. 
The gray 
shirt was still in evidence and often he 
ate his meals in a shabby restaurant 
much frequented by soldiers. 
He did 
not like being military governor and 
frankly said so, bnt he performed the 
duties as if he were in love with them. 
Order in public places and cleanli­ 
ness in the streets were his hobby. Bnt 
ie was heavily handicapped as a sani­ 
tarian. There was no fond for paying 
aborers. The only consideration for 
work in the streets which he could 
offer was government rations, and when 
the Red Gross society was relieving dis­ 
tress with a liberal hand provisions 
were soon a drug in the labor market 
But Governor Wood managed to flush 
tho streets and to get rid of some of the 
smells. To make Santiago clean and 
sweet in a day woald he beyond the in­ 
genuity and strength of a Waring, how­ 
ever. 
Wood’8 drastic reforms were too 
much for the people he had to deal 
with. He proclaimed, for instance, that 
heads of families and physicians not 
reporting deaths should be put to work 
on the streets for SO days, and in the 
local Cuban street he was straightway 
denounced as a tyrant more intolerable 
than Weyler. 
But he was right. Cof­ 
fins containing decomposed dead had 
been carried through the streets, and 
soldiers on post had fled down lanes, 
struggling with nausea. 
Finding the price of bread 50 cents 
the ponnd loaf, he ordered, after due 
investigation, that it be reduced to 20 
cents. The higher price was extortion, 
and it could not be allowed in a city 
where want was stalking. People came 
to Governor Wood with all sorts of 
complaints, regarding him as a Solo­ 
mon who had the power and the wis­ 
dom to settle all disputes and forgetting 
that a civil government still existed. 
Bat it was not his business to compel 
the payment of debts, assure to heirs 
their own and sit as a judge in equity. 
Widows sometimes came to him charg­ 
ing that tenants refused to pay rent or 


quit, and if the charge was prove d be­ 
fore the civil authorities General Wood 
was ready to oust the wicked tenant. 
A Cuban editor landed with his sat­ 
ellite, a well dressed, sleek and cocky 
personage, and he informed General 
Wood that he had come to establish a 
political paper in Santiago. 
"Not while I am governor,” said the 
general. 
“ What! Do yon mean to tell me that 
I cannot start a newspaper now the 
Americans are in possession?” gasped 
the editor. 
‘‘If you would like to, certainly,” 
mid Wood quietly, “ bat yon will have 
to confine yonrnelf to the news of the 
day and let politics alone. I won’t have 
any agitation here. ” 
“ Why, can’t I insist on Santiago for 
the Cubans?” said the ruffled editor. 
* * There is no need of such insistence, ” 
explained General Wood. “ Santiago at 
present is as much for the Cubans as 
for the resident Spaniards, and as mach 
for the Spaniards as the Cubans. I shall 
see that every man has his rights and 
enjoys his liberties, be he black or 
white, or whatever his nationality. Be­ 
sides, the Spanish civil government ie 
still in office, according to our compact 
with General Toral, and is behaving it­ 
self. 
To let you oome in here and ex­ 
ploit political animosities in your jour­ 
nal woald amount to a breach of faith. 
No, print legitimate news if you will, 
bnt no politics. ” The personage flung 
himself out in high dudgeon, and in the 
Cafe Venus was afterward heard saying 
to a satellite: 
“ We’ll go to Porto Rico, where we 
can get decent treatment. ” 
Reports were sometimes brought to 
General Wood that a party of our sol­ 
diers had eaten a meal at a restaurant 
and refused to pay for it, and occasion­ 
ally there was the story of a petty 
theft. The military governor was anx­ 
ious to make an example of one of the 
fellows who was disgracing the uni­ 
form, and the time came. 
A volunteer 
soldier, charged with standing guard at 
the door of a jewelry shop while four 
companions “ held up” the proprietor 
at the point of a pistol, was brought be­ 
fore him. 
Do you know what the penalty of 
this offense is if yon are proved guilty?” 
said General Wood sternly. 
The fellow said be didn’t, and his 
tone was insolent and defiant. 
“ Well, yon will be hanged,” return­ 
ed General Wood, and then as the man’s 
glance fell, “ I want to know who was 
with yon in the store. ” 
Cowed, the prisoner told the names 
of his companions. General Wood at 
onoe sent word to the colonel of the regi­ 
ment to have them delivered up to him. 
To a witness of the proceedings Gen­ 
eral Wood said afterward: 
“ This is the spirit of looting, and we 
have pledged ourselves to protect the 
people of Santiago. I am not fit for my 
place if I allow a single infraction of 
the military law to go unpunished. 
Robbery by violence is intolerable, and 
these fellows should have short shrift 
if the charge is proved. ” 
General Wood's greatest concern is 
the health of Santiago daring the sum­ 
mer months. 
As a physician he knows 
that much is to be done before the city 
can be pat into a sanitary condition 
that w ill check the spread of yellow 
fever. The plague exists in Santiago at 
the present time in sporadic form, and 
the wisdom of keeping the army in the

FAMILY PEDIGREES TH AT RUN BACK 


TEN CENTI ‘RIES. 


The Nations*) Vanity Border* on th e Ab­ 
surdly Grotesque, and Playing the Gen­ 
tlem an Ha* Been Called “tho Endem ic 


Disease of Spain.” 


It is related that a young guard, hav­ 
ing neglected to pay the usual salute to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excused himself by saving that he did 
not know the offended nobleman’s rank. 
“ My friend,” replied his grace, “ the 
safe rule is to assume that everybody in 
the palace who looks like a monkey is a 
grandee of the first class. 
The truth is the Spanish are a thor­ 
oughly mongrel race, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes us. Their country 
has probably been oftener overrun and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europa 
Phoenician, 
Carthaginian, Roman. Vandal, Visigoth 
and Moor have all successfully made it 
their stamping ground, and the effect 
of all this upon the pure Castilian 
blood, whatever that may be, is indeli­ 
bly stamped on every really Spanish 
face. 
But playing the gentleman has been 
called “ the endemic disease of Spain,” 
and the national vanity is something 
grotesque. One of their historians seri­ 
ously advanced the theory that the first 
inhabitants of the country 
“ arrived 
by air,” so impressed was he by their 
superhuman qualities that nothing short 
of a descent from the sky could account 
for them. A subsequent historian, how­ 
ever, after a long and grave discussion 
of the question, finally announced his 
opinion that “ they more probably came 
by land.” 
After this we need not be astonished 
that the Spanish claim to possess the 
oldest families in Europe. The surpris­ 
ing circum stance is that the claim is 
not wholly without foundation. 
Their 
family names can in some cases be trac­ 
ed back to an incredibly remote period, 
though it must not be assumed that the 
original blood persists in any purity. 
Probably the most ancient family in 
Spain is the house of Pacheco, whose 
estates are not far from Carteia, now 
called Oartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Crassus fled from 
Italy he concealed himself for eight 
months at Ximena, near Carteia, in 
caves belonging to a Spanish gentleman 
named Paciccus. Cicero also mentions 
this generous Spaniard, and there can 
be no doubt that he was one of the an­ 
cestors of the Pacheco family, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the caves. 
This carried 
them back about 2, OOO years, to a period 
antedating the Christian era, but it is 
possible to trace the line much further. 
The name is clearly of Phoenician origin, 
being ultimately derived from “ patai- 
coi,” the word by which the Tyrians 
designated 
the 
carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 
The identification is made more com­ 
plete by the fact that the Phoenicians 
were the founders of Carteia, as of Cad­ 
iz in the same province. 
That adds 
another 1,000 years or so to the Pacheco 
pedigree. Think of it—a landed estate 
remaining in the 
possession of the 
same family for 8,000 years! This is 
doubtless the most wonderful family 
tree in the world and unusually well

Opinion o f a M erchant From Havana on 
Its Conditions and Prospects. 
One of the largest merchants of Ha­ 
vana, who arrived in New York the 
other day from Sagua, spoke thus of 
the trade conditions and prospects in 
Cuba: 
“ Cuba is an out and out agricultural 
country, and American enterprises can 
only succeed when recognizing the fact 
I think, however, that one of the first 
things needed throughout Cuba will be 
electric railroads. 
After this the next 
important item of shipment should be 
lumber and other building materials. 
Real estate in Havana is selling at next 
to nothing. It has not been possible to 
collect 
mortgages 
or get judgment 
against any property during the last 
year. Building operations with a strong 
government, therefore, should, I think, 
have a considerable boom. I should also 
imagine that a nam ber of large sugar 
refineries in Cuba would be a profitable 
investment In addition, public schools, 
roads and road implements and mining 
machinery are needed. There are many 
opportunities, I think, for large hotels. ” 
—Journal of Commerce.

though it roots in rather unsavory soil 
at last, for the great original Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 
Names that trace back to the Cartha­ 
ginian occupation in the time of Han­ 
nibal are also found, and the title of 
Hannibal's own clan, Barca, is perpet­ 
uated by the Barcias and Garcias, well 
known families of Andalusia. There 
are also several names of Roman ante­ 
cedents, as Ponce and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Camus. A Spanish gentle­ 
man bearing the latter name was a per­ 
sonal friend of the poet Martial, all of 
which seems to bring antiquity very 
near—in Spain. The fact of the matter 
is she has never emerged from antiquity. 
The Spanish, however, are inclined 
to look back to the Goths as “ the purest 
fountain of nobility. ” 
This certainly 
seems a strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of all the barbarians that came down 
from the north to lay waste Roman civ­ 
ilization with fire and sword the Goths, 
with their cousins, the Vandals, were 
the most irredeemably villainoua 
And these Goths were no extraordi­ 
nary heroes either, even in war. 
With 
supine and braggart incompetency they 
lost to the Moors in the eight months’ 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Yet “ Gothic of Spain” is the pet phrase. 
To a rank outsider it would seem that 
the Basque families have the most hon­ 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees run 
back to time immemorial, though not 
easily traceable. The Basques represent 
the original population of the Spanish 
peninsula. Their seat is the mountains 
of the northern district, and in many 
ways remind us of the Welsh. 
They 
have the same simplicity of life, and 
the same really justifiable pride of birth, 
for their blood is the purest in Spain, if 
counts for tyth in g. 
Like the 
Welsh also, they have to a considerable 
extent maintained their ancient lan- 
juage, one of the strangest which sur­ 
vive upon the earth, bearing no resem­ 
blance to any other in Europe. 
These Basque families, for the most 
part, bear names which appear to be

In the New York World’s recent dis­ 
patches from Porto Rico another in­ 
stance of Spanish barbarity and oppres­ 
sion has been brought to light through 
the arrest of one Pazo, the accredited 
president of the White society. 
This organization is none less than a 
complete and vigorous Mafia of the 
worst type. Its tenets and vows compel 
the most nameless atrocities upon the 
native population, and hundreds of in­ 
nocent persons have fallen through its 
direction. 
No native was ever admitted 
to its councils. 
In a measure the society was on the 
plan of 
the Knklnx ~Klan, only its 
atrocities were far more cruel. It was 
founded in 1887, and since then has 
flourished continuously. Dr. Julio Hen­ 
na, president of the Patriotic Porto Ri­ 
can leagne, recently furnished the New 
York World information concerning it. 
“ The White society, or Blanco, as it 
is called in Porto Rico, aims only at 
the oppression of the natives. Its mem­ 
bers range through all grades of Span­ 
ish in the island, from the common sol­ 
dier to the high government official. 
Through its working the Spaniards rob­ 
bed the Porto Ricans right and left. 
“ For instance, a petty official, desir­ 
ing to curry favor with his superior, 
would report that he had discovered 
some wealthy or well to do native con­ 
spiring against Spain. Following this, 
the native, with two or three friends, 
would be arrested. 
Upon arriving at 
the prison the officials would begin their 
torture. Slender wooden rods thrust be­ 
tween the fingers would notify the sub­ 
ject what was in store. Then the man 
would be told that he had conspired 
against Spain. 
Naturally he would 
deny what he had not done. 
A twist of the rods usually admon­ 
ished him that the answer was unsatis­ 
factory. The officials would inform him 
that everything was discovered and that 
So-and-so was implicated, lf he still 
denied, the torture would be renewed, 
and if at the end he persisted in his in­ 
nocence he was oast into jail. 
“ In this way complete terror would 
be inspired among the inhabitants, and 
whatever the Spanish officials chose to 
do none would have the temerity to 
complain. 
“ Again, every inhabitant of Porto 
Rico is compelled to bear a passport. 
Without 
this document none 
may 
travel through the island. Every police 
soldier has the right there to demand a 
view of the passport, and unless he sees 
it may cast the unlucky one into prison. 
If the native should be so foolish as to 
try to escape, the soldier, by law, could 
shoot him down with impunity. 
“ For these passports the officials ex­ 
torted a fee ranging from IO cents to 
$500 a year, depending upon the condi­ 
tion of the applicant. Under this op­ 
pression the way of the Spaniards was 
simple. A native wishing to travel out­ 
side a city would be held up by the 
Spanish guards. 
“ ‘It w ill cost yon so much, ’ he would 
be told. 
The ignorant perhaps would 
protest. 
“ ‘Where’s your passport?’ 
“ He would show it. Then the sol­ 
diers would announce that they would 
keep the passport till he returned. The 
man woald go on. As soon as he was 
oat of sight the soldiers, tearing up the 
passport, would gallop after him. 
A 
shot, and the tragedy was complete. 
“ ‘Had no passport and tried to es­ 
cape, ’ woald be the official report, and 
none ever dared to protest that the dead 
man’s pockets were rifled. 
“ Here’s another way they had. 
An 
officer in need of money would enter a 
house and demand, say, $100. If he did 
not get it, he would depart with the in­ 
timation that his memory was long. 
After that the victim was marked 
among the ‘whites.’ 
The word would 
be passed along, and in a few days or 
so the victim would be found dead. 
‘Had no passport and tried to escape.’ 
“ Overwhelmed by these successive 
barbarities, the natives formed societies 
of their own—for protection purely. 
They oalled themselves ‘Seoos’ and 
‘Mojados’—dry and wet, in other words. 
Their name for the Spanish highbinders 
was ‘Compontes. ’ 
“ As the entire Spanish administra­ 
tion is of this organization one can un­ 
derstand the oppression that has ruled 
in the island. No native was safe. It 
was used for extortion, oppression and 
murder. 
“ Do yon wonder that the Porto Ri­ 
cans have risen up to greet the Ameri­ 
cans? Our junta has instructed them in 
thia The natives know that the advance 
of the Americans is the march of prog­ 
ress and liberty. For this reason the 
world has seen a campaign unlike any 
other ever known in the history of wars. 
The end of Spanish barbarity has come 
in Porto Rico, and her people will be 
free.”

“ In this way complete terror would 
be inspired among the inhabitants, and 
whatever the Spanish officials chose to 
do none would have the temerity to 
complain. 
Again, every inhabitant of Porto 
Rico is compelled to bear a passport. 
W ithout 
this document none 
may 
travel through the island. Every police 
soldier has the right there to demand 
view of the passport, and unless he sees 
it may cast the nnlncky one into prison. 
If the native should be so foolish as to 
try to escape, the soldier, by law, could 
shoot him down with impunity. 
“ For these passports the officials ex­ 
torted a fee ranging from IO cents to 
$500 a year, depending npon the condi 
lion of the applicant. Under this op 
pression the way of the Spaniards was 
simple. A native wishing to travel out­ 
side a city would be held up by the 
Spanish guards. 
‘It w ill cost yon so much, ’ be would 
be told. 
The ignorant perhaps woald 
protest. 
“ ‘W here’s your passport?’ 
“ He would show it. Then the sol­ 
diers would announce that they would 
keep the passport till he returned. The 
man would go on. As soon as he was 
out of sight the soldiers, tearing up the 
passport, would gallop after him.

If he did 
not get it, he would depart with the in­ 
timation that his memory was long. 
After that the victim was marked 
among the ‘whites.’ 
The word would 
be passed along, and in a few days or 
so the victim would be found dead. 
‘Had no passport and tried to escape. ’ 
“ Overwhelmed by these successive 
barbarities, the natives formed societies 
of their own—for protection purely. 
They called themselves ‘Secos’ and 
‘Mojados’—dry and wet, in other words. 
Their name for the Spanish highbinders 
was ‘Compontes. ’ 
“ As the entire Spanish adm inistra­ 
tion is of this organization one can un­ 
derstand the oppression that has ruled 
in the island. No native was safe. It 
was used for extortion, oppression and 
murder. 
“ Do you wonder that the Porto R i­ 
cans have risen up to greet the Ameri­ 
cans? Our junta has instructed them in 
this. The natives know that the advance 
of the Americans is the march of prog­ 
ress and liberty. For this reason the 
world has seen a campaign unlike any 
other ever known in the history of wars. 
The end of Spanish barbarity has come 
in Porto Rico, and her people will be 
free.”

The E ighth Is Not Having 
ant Time. 
A correspondent in writing from the 
camp of the Eighth at Santiago says: 
“ Weak-kneed, weary and hopeless is 
more than half of the stalwart regiment 
that is known as ‘McKinley’s Own.’ 
The fever has laid out every other man 
in the command. It leaves them with­ 
out ambition, like people in the worse 
stage of sea sickness. As it takes from 
IO to 12 days to run its course, the 
victim, even when he gets over the fever 
proper, is still too weak to do anything. 
The regiment is under orders to proceed 
to Long Island, there to go into a 
quarantine camp. It will leave this 
fever racked and rain-soaked island 
some time in the next 14 days. 
“The problem that confronts the offi 
cera is how the regiment can be moved 
to Santiago. The camp is eight miles 
from the wharf on the bay, and most of 
this road is either a quagmire or a river, 
'or there have been continuous heavy 
rains in the last few days. It is hard 
marching for healthy men. Now, how­ 
ever, there are nearly 600 men in the 
various companies who cannot even an 
swer 'sick call’ without having a com 
rade or two to support them while they 
stagger to meet the doctor. It will re 
quire a great many ambulances or wa­ 
gons to take that number to the ships, 
and the problem 
has not yet been 
solved. 
“It is claimed by some of the doctors 
here that this disease is mild or ‘initia 
tive’ yellow fever, and except for the 
black vomit the symptoms are similiar. 
On this basis these doctors are claiming 
that those who pull through are im 
manes. With so many men sick, the 
healthy men are having a never-ending 
siege of duty. They have guards, out 
posts, fatigues aud, besides, 
every 
healthy boy who has a sick tent mate 
looks after him as if he were a brother.

possibility, and hastened to the woods 
when the recruiting officer donned his 
uniform.

S a n tia g o d e C u b a , July. 28.— [Spe 
cia!]—A number of our boys visited 
Santiago yesterday without leave, and, 
as a result, are consigned to fatigue 
dnty for IO days, which, unless orders 
are countermanded, will complete our 
stay on this island. Tour correspondent 
was among the visitors, hot carried the 
necessary slip of paper to keep him from 
arrest. 
To gain entrance to the city it is 
necessary to pass several chains of sen­ 
tinels and outposts, the last one at the 
foot of the hill leading to Sevilla. 
This 
suburb is a dirty little town with single 
story dwellings and shops, piles of filth 
in the streets, naked children running 
about, and in all, the most unhealthy 
portion of Santiago. At the head of the 
street yon find the public square, in the 
center of which is a large brick circle, 
some 300 feet in diameter. Benches are 
thrown about, hut the unhealthy trees 
afford hat little shade, and the park is 
only frequented at night. The only 
thing American Is a large abandoned 
merry-go-round in one corner of the 
square. 
A few minutes’ walk will take yon 
into Santiago proper. The streets are 
narrow, about the width of our alleys at 
home, paved with bowlders, and clean. 
Outside of a few churches and public 
buildings, hut one style of architecture 
is prevalent— buildings made of cement 
with corrugated tile roofs, principally 
one story. A small veranda is erected 
in front of each dwelling, while the 
business houses are flush with the street. 
Window glass is rarely used, the win­ 
dows being formed of iron bars or heavy, 
lattice work, the former to an Ameri 
can eye, looking like prison cells. The 
interiors of the dwelling houses of the 
better class are luxurious. On entering, 
one finds himself in the reception parlor, 
the largest room of the house. This 
apartment generally has a fancy tile 
floor, a costly rug in the center, several 
mahogany chairs and the wall# decorated 
with paintings 
and bric-a-brac. 
A 
crucifix always occupies a prominent 
plaoe, as all are Catholics. A hall leads 
from 
this 
room 
to 
the 
rear 
of 
the 
building, 
and 
contains 
the dining room furniture—sideboard, 
wine oloset and beautiful wall fixtures. 
Prom this hall are the entrance to the 
several small bed chambers, covered 
with fancy portieres. Eaoh chamber 
contains a small conch, draped with 
fancy netting. 
A neat little stand in a 
corner with china howl and pitcher 
qompletes 
the 
fnrnishment. 
The 
kitchen is generally built at the extreme 
end of the lot, and is presided over by a 
n egress. 
The stores are American in interior con­ 
struction, hut each has its distinct line 
of goods. Yon find nothing hnt drugs in a 
pharmacy, and your correspondent was 
given the laugh when he inquired for 
a tooth brush. 
Grocers sell anything in 
eating and drinking line, from a can of 
sardines to a cask of rum. Notion stores 
are same as those at home, only articles 
that would make an exclusive line for a 
dealer are not handled. 
The principal buildings of the city are 
the government, cathedrals, hotels and 
clubs. A priest invited our party into the 
principal church. 
We were surprised 
to find no pews; nothing hnt altars, 
confessionals and costly paintings. The 
bmlding is nearing its second century, 
and while the exterior is dilapidated, 
the inside shows ancient architecture 
that is not to be surpassed. 
The San Carlos Olnh is a favorite re­ 
sort of visitors, and is the mecca for the 
wealthy classes. 
All Americans are 
made welcome and permitted to enjoy 
the club’s privileges. 
This building 
fronts on Santiago plaza, the most pic­ 
turesque spot in the city. 
A sparkling 
fountain, rustic benches, shaded by 
tropical trees and verdure, carefully at­ 
tended by a corps of gardners, makes 
this an ideal spot. 
A trip to the harbor 
front and yon have seen all worth see­ 
ing. 
Here are located a number of 
piers, aud the big buildings 
where 
hundreds of prisoners have been tor­ 
tured, guilotined or shot. 
Almost every 
conceivable instrument of torture can be 
seen here, although the use of the more 


inhnman have been lately discarded. 
The guilotine has given way to death 
by gun shot. 
Straight jackets, gags 
aud stocks have been supplanted by the 
whipping post. 
The city is still patroled by the Span­ 
ish police, who wear the garb of in­ 
fantrymen 
and 
are 
armed 
with 
machetes. There is very little disorder, 
and when any disturbance takes place 
it is quickly quelled by these officers, 
who are always alert. 
The fire department is beyond descrip­ 
tion. 
With the exoeption of a Silsby 
engine, all the apparatus is of an anti­ 
quated character, and worked by hand. 
Fires are not frequent, and the firemen, 
who are volnnteen,have hnt little work.

CONDITIONS AT SANTIAGO. 


T he E ighth I* Not H aving a Very Plea* 
ant T im e. 
A correspondent in writing from the 
camp of the Eighth at Santiago Bays: 
“Weak-kneed, weary and hopeless is 
more than half of the stalwart regiment 
that is known as ‘McKinley’s Own.’ 
The fever has laid out every other man 
in the command. 
It leaves them with­ 
out ambition, like people in the worse 
stage of sea sickness. As it takes from 
IO to 12 days to run its course, the 
victim, even when he gets over the fever 
proper, is still too weak to do anything. 
The regiment is under orders to proceed 
to Long Island, there to go into a 
quarantine camp. 
It will leave this 
fever racked and rain-soaked island 
some time in the next 14 days. 
“The problem that confronts the offi­ 
cers is how the regiment can he moved 
to Santiago. The camp is eight miles 
from the wharf on the hay, and most of 
this road is either a quagmire or a river, 
for there have been continuous heavy 
rains in the last few days. It is hard 
marching for healthy men. Now, how­ 
ever, there are nearly 600 men in the 
various companies who cannot even an­ 
swer 'sick call’ without having a com­ 
rade or two to support them while they 
stagger to meet the doctor. It will re­ 
quire a great many ambulances or wa 
gons to take that number to the ships, 
and the problem 
has not yet been 
solved. 
“It is claimed by some of the doctors 
here that this disease is mild or ’initia­ 
tive’ yellow fever, and except for the 
black vomit the symptoms are similiar. 
On this basis these doctors are claiming 
that those who pall through are im 
manes. With so many men sick, the 
healthy men are having a never-ending 
siege of dnty. They have guards, out­ 
posts, fatigues 
and, 
besides, 
every 
healthy boy who has a sick tent mate 
looks after him as if he were a brother. 
“Nothing could show better the spirit 
of the men than the way in which they 
minister to their sick comrades. Stalwart 
non-commissioned officers, who would 
not show weakness if they could help it, 
can be seen with an arm round the nooks 
of two of their friends, being slowly 
taken to the hospital. Privates form a 
procession getting beef tea, malted milk 
and oatmeal from the hospital which 
they will dish up for their sick friends. 
There is no order that this must be done. 
The sick men are supposed to cook their 
own, but not one of them has to do it.” 
The writer adds that “nothing more 
has been heard of Robinson, of Company 
E, and Simms, who lost the sight of his 
eye, finally went on a hospital ship togo 
home.”

Spring 
street, W est Market street, Basil avenue 
and Woodlawn avenue, but as it takes 
two-thirds of all the members elected to 
pass a resolution and only five members 
were present it was necessary to lay the 
resolutions over. 
Mr. Peach asked if property owners 
in West M arket street had been notified 
to repair their pavements and Clerk 
Hanley replied that he had notified the 
mayor, but Chief Johnson replied that 
he had never received or served any 
notices. 
The assessing ordinances of Jackson, 
Jefferson and Monroe streets were read, 
but could not be passed, and President 
Marshall sa id : “It is very nnfortnnate 
that we do not have enough members 
present to pass these ordinances, as they 
should be passed at once.”

OMENS ON WARSHIPS. 


SU PERSTITIO N S W HICH GOVERN OLD 


SALTS OF TH E NAVY.

The most picturesque superstitions of 
tho seas are those which govern a mod­ 
ern man-o’-war. 
Every old salt in the 
navy believes in hoodoos and spells 
which may work all sorts of evils on 
his ship and must be carefully guarded 
against. 
The powers of a ship’s hoodoos com­ 
mence before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a generally accepted super­ 
stition that if the first blow which is 
struck the keel brings sparks the ship is 
destined to suffer from a raking fire 
from the enemy. 
The old time practice of stealing a 
piece of wood and imbedding it in the 
prow for good luck is, of course, impos­ 
sible in the case of steel ships, though 
it is considered lucky to have a piece of 
stolen wood on board. 
Ahother old superstition is satisfied 
by placing a silver coin in some crevice 
of the fighting top of the mainmast or 
some place below decks where it touches 
the steel mast. Originally it was a very 
common custom to imbed a silver coin, 
and preferably a Spanish coin, in the 
wooden steps near the mast 
Figureheads have been in high favor 
with sailors from remote antiquity. 
Originally they were carved to repre­ 
sent some god or saint 
Everyday a 
sailor woald hesitate to sail on S i ir 
dad without such protection. 
The ceremony of launching a ship is 
merely a concession to an old supersti­ 
tion. The various formalities of ship 
christening have been followed with 
little variation for centuries. 
In the early days of shipbuilding it 
was the custom for the captain and the 
crew to eat their first meal stowed away 
in the mold loft. Their meal invariably 
consisted of eggs and sulphur. 
From 
this custom has come the present day 
practice of providing cakes and wine 
for the crew. 
And the old libation 
which the priests used to pour over the 
prow of the ship as she slipped into the 
water has been replaced by the break­ 
ing of a bottle of champagne. 
The modern man-of-war dashes into 
the water with flags waving from every 
masthead. In order to gratify this old 
superstition it has been necessary to ex­ 
pend hundreds of dollars for the chris­ 
tening of a single ship. But no one be­ 
grudges this extravagance. In a way it 
is necessary. 
The good or ill lock of certain days 
is still a belief among the sailors. Fri­ 
day is a day of ill omen, and Sunday is 
usually a lucky day. 
A superstition about women is a relic 
of the old belief in witchcraft. It is 
thought that a woman by throwing sand 
in the air on shipboard can produce 
violent storms. Not many years ago 
some women who traveled on English 
warships were tortured daring a storm 
to make them quiet the wavea 
These barbaric beliefs, however, are 
partially compensated by the supersti­ 
tion which sailors have held for centu­ 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
blessing to a ship. The Neck was a 
handsome boy with golden curia It is 
said that he is always accompanied by 
a black lamb and carries with him a 
golden harp. Our old salts have especial 
confidence in a ship which is christened 
by a child. 
The average sailor is superstitious 
about the ringing of the ship’s bella 
In olden times the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if a 
mistake is made in striking the hoar, 
the sailors insist that the bells at onoe 
be struck backwards to break the spell, 
and if by auy chance the wind should 
catch the bells and swing them all the 
way around, or if they strike nine bells, 
it is believed that it will be the last of 
that ship. 
All good warships go to the "shores 
of Fiddler’s Green" as a final resting 
place. Just where this mythical harbor 
is situated no geographer has yet decid­ 
ed. It is in every way the antithesis of 
“ Davy 
Jones' locker." 
A warship 
which goes down in battle with her 
flags flying, as occurred several times 
during the civil war, goes to "Fiddler’s 
Green." 
The tattooing habit is, of course, very 
common in the navy. It is believed that 
an arm or a leg decorated with the de­ 
sign of a gun or a sword or some such 
design will uever be lost in battle.— 
San Francisco Call.

Dunwioh, More ton bay, Queensland, 
consists at about 1,000 inhabitants. In 
four years there have only been two 
births and two deaths. 
There are no streets, no omnibuses or 
trains, no soldiers, no police, no shops. 
There is a beautiful theater, and every 
one is admitted free. Clothes are free 
and so are food and lodging. Very few 
do any work, and there are no hotels. 
Very little money is required, and med­ 
ical attendance is free 
There is a lockup, bat that is not 
need.

W ILL PICNIC. 


The most picturesque superstitions of 
the seas are those which govern a mod­ 
ern man*o’-war. 
Every old salt in the 
navy believes in hoodoos and spells 
which may work all sorts of evils on 
his ship and must bo carefully guarded 
against. 
The powers of a ship’s hoodoos com ­ 
mence before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a generally accepted super­ 
stition that if the first blow which is 
struck the keel brings sparks the ship is 
destined to suffer from a raking fire 
from the enemy 
The old tim e practice of stealing a 
piece of wood aud imbedding it in the 
prow for good luck is, of course, impos­ 
sible in the case of steel ships, though 
it is considerer! lucky to have a piece of 
stolon wood on board. 
Ahother old superstition is satisfied 
by placing a silver coin in some crevice 
of the fighting top of the mainmast or 
some place below decks where it touches 
the steel mast. Originally it was a very 
common custom to imbed a silver ooin, 
and preferably a Spanish coin, in the 
wooden steps near the mast. 
Figureheads have been in high favor 
with sailors from remote antiquity. 
Originally they were carved to repre­ 
sent some god or saint. 
Even^xiay a 
sailor would hesitate to sail on Mi iron­ 
clad without such protection. 
The ceremony of lannching a ship is 
merely a concession to an old supersti­ 
tion. 
The various formalities of ship 
christening have been followed with 
little variation for centuries. 
In the early days of shipbuilding it 
was the custom for the captain and the 
crew to eat their first meal stowed away 
in the mold loft. Their meal invariably 
consisted of eggs and sulphur. 
From 
this custom has come the present day 
practice of providing cakes and wine 
for the crew. 
And the old libation 
which the priests used to pour over the 
prow of the ship as she slipped into the 
water has been replaced by the break­ 
ing of a bottle of champagne. 
The modern man-of-war dashes into 
the water with flags waving from every 
masthead. In order to gratify this old 
superstition it has been necessary to ex­ 
pend hundreds of dollars for the chris­ 
tening of a single ship. But no one be­ 
grudges this extravagance. In a way it 
is necessary. 
The good or ill luck of certain days 
is still a belief among the sailors. 
Fri­ 
day is a day of ill omen, and Sunday is 
usually a lucky day. 
A superstition about women is a relio 
of the old belief in witchcraft. 
It is 
thought that a woman by throwing sand 
in the air on shipboard can produce 
violent storms. 
Not many years ago 
some women who traveled on English 
warships were tortured daring a storm 
to make them quiet the waves. 
These barbaric beliefs, however, are 
partially compensated by the supersti­ 
tion which sailors have held for centu­ 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
blessing to a ship. The Neck was a 
handsome boy with golden ourls. 
It is 
said that he is always accompanied by 
black lamb and carries with him a 
golden harp. Our old salts have especial 
confidence in a ship which is christened 
by a child. 
The average sailor is superstitious 
about the ringing of the ship’s bells, 
n olden times the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if a 
mistake is made in striking the hour, 
the sailors insist that the bells at once 
be struck backwards to break the spell, 
and if by any chance the wind should 
catch the bells and swing them all the 
way around, or if they strike nine bells, 
it is believed that it w ill be the last of 
that ship. 
All good warships go to the “ shores 
of Fiddler’s Green” as a final resting 
Hace. Just where this mythical harbor 
is situated no geographer has yet decid­ 
ed. It is in every way the antithesis of 
‘Davy 
Jones* locker.” 
A warship 
which goes down in battle with her 
flags flying, as occurred several times 
during the civil war, goes to “ Fiddler’s 
Green. ” 
The tattooing habit is, of course, very 
common in the navy. It is believed that 
an arm or a leg decorated with the de­ 
sign of a gun or a sword or some such 
design will uever be lost in battle.— 
San Francisco Call.

Power of the W inds on That Barren Waste 
of Sands. 
With a feeling that my words will 
R egim ent Of Sons Of V et- carry little weight with those who 
think otherwise, I venture to suggest 
that the Sahara is not exactly what it 
is commonly assumed to be, and yet in 
many ways it is not very different 
Its 
first sands, when approached firm the 
lido of El-Kantara, are giant rocks, 
burned brown and red under the glow 
of the southern sun, standing out in 
wild pinnacles from the gently undu­ 
lating surface. 
This is not the desert 
that is ordinarily pictured by the mind 
—that flat, endless expanse which fades 
off unmoved and unbroken to the limits 
of vision—but it is thedesert, neverthe­ 
less, just as much as the mountain 
snows of the far north are a part of the 
great arctic “ seaof ice.” Beyond, how­ 
ever, is the great plain itself, its swell­ 
ing undulations hardly relieving to the 
eye the appearance of absolute flatness 
which the picture offers. 
The truth is, the Sahara presents 
itself in a double aspect, that of the fiat 
and sandy plain and that of the rocky 
ridge or mountain, the Hammada. It is 
the Hammada that is more particularly 
dreaded by the caravans, for among 
their wind swept crags there are few 
oases, and only the blowing sands and 
a relentless sun are the companions of 
the footsore pilgrim. 
In many parts of 
the flat desert traveling is moderately 
easy, for over long distances the surface 
has become coated into a hard, slimy 
crust—a solid basement rock, one may 
call it. 
Along our route of travel there 
were no sand dunes of any magnitude,* 
the highest perhaps scarcely exceed­ 
ing 15 or 20 feet, but I was informed by 
the distinguished French explorer, M. 
Foureaud, who was then stopping at 
Biskra, that beyond Tuggurt they rise 
to the prodigious height of from 1,200 
to 1,400 feet 
This speaks even more 
eloquently for the power of the winds 
than do the high tossed sands of ooral 
islands.—Popular Science Monthly.

Bis Toledo Experience. 


There ie likely to be no regiment of 
the Sons of Veterans in the war from 
this state. 
It has been the expectation 
that the Sons of Veterans would have 
an entire regiment from Ohio, and that 
it would be ready in a short time to offer 
it8 services to the governor, but from 
what Adjutant General Kingsley has to 
gay this has been set aside almost 
permanently. In reply to a query as to 
whether there would be a regiment 
of the Sons of Veterans in the war, he 


said: 
•More than likely not. We thought 
they would have an organization, and 
they said they would, but it has not ma­ 
terialized so far. 
You remember I sent 
out an order a few weeks ago, allowing 
them to muster or prepare to muster 
nine of their companies. 
Seeing, how­ 
ever, that there was likely to be a situa­ 
tion such as has developed the stipula­ 
tion was made very clear that they were 
to adhere strictly to the members of the 
Sons of 'Veterans. 
"They sent in word the latter part of 
the week that they would have their 
first company ready for muster Friday 
night at Toledo, and I went there. 
When I arrived, I found they had just 
23 men in the company who were Sons 
of Veterans and the others were picked 
up here and there and were in no way 
connected with the organization. This 
company was not mustered. In the sec­ 
ond place they could not fill out the re­ 
quired number even to get in on the 
minimum. The minimum number for 
a company before it can be mustered 
into the Guard is 42, and they did not 
have that number, so that half of their 
numbers of the organization they were 
supposed to represent.” 
"What is the nee of sending out an 
organization of that sort when it does 
not represent what it is supposed to rep­ 
resent? It would be a nice thing for 
the state if it could send into this war a 
regiment from here that could lay just 
claim to being sons of war veterans, but 
if most of the men are to be those who 
have no connection with the organiza 
turn, what is the use of it? 
“The legislature at its last meeting 
made provision for them in that way by 
providing that if they could get a regi 
mentof Sons of Veterans they might 
be made a part of the Guard. The 
governor has held the same thing and 
the orders that have been issued from 
this department have been in harmony 
with the plan. It will not do for us now 
to take any organization that simply 
bu that name, for in that any of them 
could get in, for few of them but have 
men who are sons of veterans.”

From the moment I reached the frontier offi­ 
cials were very kind and seemed to keep a 
protecting eye on ma 
Through the influence of the lady superior 
of the convent where I stopped the queen gra 
cioualy gave me a hearing without delay. Her 
majesty took my papers, read them over, and 
aa I explained that I required them to present 
to President McKinley she returned them to 
me the next day through one of her maids o! 
honor. 
Tho queen need the following words: “I am 
deeply touched by these beautiful resolutions 
in favor of peace, bat I am a constitutional 
sovereign and cannot take the initiative In any 
matter without my ministers. Go and aes 
some of my ministers.’’ 
The queen's maid of honor, who visited me 
every day while I was at Madrid, told me that, 
though her ^najeety yearned for peace, she 
could not, in deference to her ministers, ap­ 
pear to be overanxious for it. 
Acting upon tho queen’s suggestion to see 
some minister, I called upon the secretary of 
state, Duke Almodovar del Rio. From him ] 
have received the following letter: 
"The generosity and energy which have 
prompted yon to make this long excursion to 
a strange land for the aake of peace, ani ted to 
your intense patriotism and to roar love for 
Spain, convince ma that yon will be a power­ 
ful and beneficent influence in the United 
State*. The help of your league, of which you 
are anoli a worthy member, cannot fail to do 
good. I approve of yonr resolutions and wish 
yon success with the president of the United 
States on the same mission. ” 
Some of the jingo papers called me General 
Shafter’s daughter and raised such a row that 
there was great danger of an attack being 
made by the mob upon the convent where J 
was stopping; hence I left secretly and swiftly. 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, the British em­ 
bassador, will take charge of any further ne 
gotiations in reference to my cause in Madrid. 
He very courteously furnished me with an es­ 
cort to the station when I was leaving Lisbon

Shown the Way For Advanced 
Naval Construction. 
The record breaking run of the bat­ 
tleship Oregon showed Russia that her 
own naval architecture was not up to 
date, and the builder of the Oregon is 
now in St. Petersburg, by royal invita­ 
tion, to discuss plans for revolutionizing 
the Rnssian ships. 
The speed perform­ 
ances of the Brooklyn and the Oregon in 
overhauling the Cristobal Colon empha­ 
sized the importance of high speed in 
effective fighting ships. Japan is now 
revising her plans and expects shortly 
to have the fastest cruisers afloat. The 
destruction of Cervera’s squadron has 
doomed wood in the construction of 
warships. Italy has issued an order that 
wood must not be used in several war­ 
ships now in process of construction and 
has suspended work upon them until 
revised plans can be made. 
England announces that henceforth 
in the construction of her battleships 
speed will not be sacrificed in order to 
protect them with heavy armor. This 
conclusion undoubtedly resulted from 
the fact that the armor of Cervera’s 
ships furnished little protection, since 
it was easily penetrated by 6 inch and 8 
inch shells. A cablegram says that the 
new cruisers soon to be launched by 
France will carry no guns of extremely 
large caliber, but will have an increased 
number of rapid fire guns of small di­ 
mensions. This is directly in line with 
the recommendations of Dewey, Samp­ 
son and Schley.—Chicago Times-Her­ 
ald.

K londike Expense* Are High. 
At present prices a year’s outfit is 
worth $1,000 in Dawson City, and the 
cost of packing goods to the Forks, the 
nearest point to where any great quan­ 
tity is required, is 40 cents per pound. 
In winter provisions are freighted up 
the creeks for about one-fourth of this 
price, however. 
The Indian district 
creeks are from four to eight times 
farther away than the Forks, and the 
cost of freighting to this locality must 
thus be correspondingly increased. And 
it is worth every penny of the sum 
charged. Again, sluice lumber is worth 
from $250 to $500 per 1,000 feet, ae 
cording to the distance it must be pack­ 
ed from the mills in Dawson and near 
by. 
Wood for thawing the earth and 
for other purposes is likewise scarce in 
most mining localities, and the minor 
expenses of erecting suitable cabins 
and securing tools bring the total cost 
of working claims to a high figure. 
There is quite a large settlement at 
the Forks, 40 or more log cabins, two 
hotels and a brewery having been erect­ 
ed. The inspector of mines also has his 
headquarters here. 
Yukon log cabins 
are usually about 16 by 20 feet in size. 
The walls between the logs are chinked 
with clay and moss, and the pitch roof 
is covered with clay to a depth of about 
six inches. 
They are comfortable even 
in the coldest weather.

The minimum number for 
a company before it can be mustered 
into the Guard is 42, and they did not 
have that number, so that half of their 
numbers of the organization they were 
supposed to represent.” 
"What is the use of sending out an 
organization of that sort when it does 
not represent what it is supposed to rep­ 
resent? It would be a nice thing for 
the state if it could send into this war a 
regiment from here that could lay just 
claim to being sons of war veterans, but 
if most of the men are to be those who 
have no connection with the organiza­ 
tion, what is the use of it ? 
"The legislature at its last meeting 
made provision for them in that way by 
providing that if they oould get a regi­ 
ment of Sons of Veterans they might 
be made a part of the Guard. The 
governor has held the same thing and 
the orders that have been issued from 
this department have been in harmony 
with the plan. It will not do for us now 
to take any organization that simply 
has that name, for in that any of them 
could get in, for few of them but have 
men who are sons of veterans.

When I was appointed a delegate by the 
peace societies of Paris to go to Madrid, I little 
thought my mission would be so successful. 
From the moment I reached the frontier offi­ 
cials were very kind and seemed to keep a 
protecting eye on me. 
Through the influence of the lady superior 
of the convent where I stopped the queen gra­ 
ciously gave me a hearing without delay. Hot 
majesty took my papers, read them over, and 
as I explained that I required them to present 
to President McKinley she returned them to 
me the next day through one of her maids of 
honor. 
The queen used the following words: "I am 
deeply touched by these beautiful resolutions 
in favor of peace, bat I am a constitutional 
sovereign and cannot take the initiative in any 
matter without my ministers. Go and see 
some of my ministers. ” 
The queen’s maid of honor, who visited me 
every day while I was at Madrid, told me that, 
though her majesty yearned for peace, she 
could not, in deference to her ministers, ap 
pear to be overanxious for it. 
Acting upon the queen’s suggestion to see 
some minister, I called upon the secretary of 
state, Duke Almodovar del Bio. From him I 
have received the following letter: 
“ The generosity and energy which have 
prompted yon to make this long excursion to 
a strange land for the sake of peace, united to 
your intense patriotism and to roar love for 
Spain, convince me that yon will be a power­ 
ful and beneficent influence in the United 
States. Tbs help of your league, of which yon 
are such a worthy member, cannot fail to do 
good. I approve of your resolutions and wish 
you success with the president of the United 
States on the same mission. ’’ 
Some of the jingo papere called me General 
Shafter’» daughter and raised such a row that 
there was great danger of an attack being 
made by the mob upon the convent where I 
was stopping; hence I left secretly and swiftly. 
Sir Henry Drummond WoliT, the British em­ 
bassador, will take charge of any further ne­ 
gotiations in reference to my cause in Madrid. 
He very courteously furnished me with sn es­ 
cort to the station when I was leaving Lisbon 
JESSIX A. Schley.

OUR NAVY AS A TEACHER. 


It B m Shown the Way For Advanced 
Naval Construction. 
The record breaking run of the bat­ 
tleship Oregon showed Rnssia that her 
own naval architecture was not up to 
date, aud the builder of the Oregon is 
now in St. Petersburg, by royal invita­ 
tion, to discuss plans for revolutionizing 
the Russian ships. The speed perform­ 
ances of the Brooklyn and the Oregon in 
overhauling the Cristobal Colon empha­ 
sized the importance of high speed in 
effective fighting ships. Japan is now 
revising her plans and expects shortly 
to have the fastest cruisers afloat. The 
destruction of Cervera’s squadron has 
doomed wood in the construction of 
warships. Italy has issued an order that 
wood must not be used in several war­ 
ships now in process of construction and 
has suspended work upon them until 
revised plans can be made. 
England announces that henceforth 
in the construction of her battleships 
speed will not be sacrificed iii order to 
protect them with heavy armor. This 
conclusion undoubtedly resulted from 
the fact that the armor of Cervera’s 
ships furnished little protection, since 
it was easily penetrated by 6 inch and 8 
inch shells. A cablegram says that the 
new cruisers soon to be launched by 
France will carry no guns of extremely 
large caliber, bnt will have an increased 
number of rapid fire guns of small di­ 
mensions. This is directly in line with 
the recommendations of Dewey, Samp­ 
son and Schley.—Chicago Times-Her­ 
ald.

Klondike Expenses Are H ifh. 
At present prices a year’s outfit is 
worth |1,000 in Dawson City, and the 
cost of packing goods to the Forks, the 
nearest point to where any great quan­ 
tity is required, is 40 cents per pound. 
In winter provisions are freighted up 
the creeks for about one-fourth of this 
price, however. 
The Indian district 
creeks are from four to eight times 
farther away than the Forks, and the 
cost of freighting to this locality must 
thus be correspondingly increased. And 
it is worth every penny of the sum 
charged. Again, sluice lumber is worth 
from $250 to $500 per 1,000 feet, ac­ 
cording to the distance it must be pack­ 
ed from the mills in Dawson and near 
by. 
Wood for thawing the earth and 
for other purposes is likewise scarce in 
most mining localities, and the minor 
expenses of erecting suitable oabins 
and securing tools bring the total cost 
of working claims to a high figure. 
There is quite a large settlement at 
the Forks, 40 or more log cabins, two 
hotels and a brewery having been erect­ 
ed. The inspector of mines also has his 
headquarters here. 
Yukon log cabins 
are usually about 16 by SJO feet in size. 
The walls between the logs are chinked 
with clay and moss, and the pitch roof 
is covered with clay to a depth of about 
six inches. 
They are comfortable even 
in the coldest weather.

A FIRE AT SKAGUAY. 


M a d r id, Aug. IO.—The Spanish gov­ 
ernment is willing that Spain should 
accept the responsibility of the Cuban 
debt contracted since April 31, the date 
of the rupture with the United States. 
Spain considers that Chiba should 
take over the debt incurred before that 
date, hut it is feared that President Mc­ 
Kinley will refuse to negotiate ad refer­ 
endum. 
B a y o n n e, France, 
Aug. 
IO.—Dis­ 
patches received here from Madrid, 
dated Tuesday, announce that the form 
of the Spanish government’s accept­ 
ance of the American peace conditions 
involves the proclamation of an armis­ 
tice. This, it is added, must first be 
agreed to toy the United States and if 
the United States insists upon the im­ 
mediate evacuation of Cuba and Porto 
Rico the oortes will be convoked within 
15 days. 
Continuing the Madrid dispatches 
says: 
“The most rigorous military censor­ 
ship is exercised today. 
The newspap­ 
ers are not allowed to refer to the plot 
against Senor Sagasta’s life, nor to the 
appearance of revolutionary bands in 
the Castilliau province. 
“Concerning the plot, it is said the 
conspirators have drawn lots to decide 
which of them shall carry out its pur 
poses, and that the task has fallen upon 
a man named Dishal, who has suffered 
imprisonment in the fortress of Mont 
Juioh for participation in one of the 
Barcelona 
anarchist 
outrages, 
and 
whose sentence was recently commuted 
by the supreme court to expulsion from 
Castillon. The band consists of 30 men. 
According to some accounts they are re

ublicans and others say they are Oar 
ists.

Much has been 
about the trouble between the Cuban 
soldiers under General Garcia and the 
American troop: commanded by Gen­ 
eral Shafter. 
Some of the opinions ex- 
jressed have carried weight, because 
they were uttered by men who were in 
a position to speak with authority on 
the one side or the other. The majority 
of those who have aired their views, 
lowever, have discussed a subject on 
which they were not well informed. It 
may be that they will derive profit from 
statement of the true condition of 
affairs in Cuba by General Emilio 
Nunez, who recently returned to the 
United States from that island. 
General Nunez was sent on a mission 
to General Gomez in Santa C hia prov 
Inca, Cuba, by the war department last 
June with a force of 350 Cubans and 
60 men of the Tenth United States cav­ 
alry. 
He successfully accomplished his 
mission and is now awaiting orders 
from Washington before returning to 
Cuba. 
General Nunez does not attach muoh 
importance to the stories of ill feeling 
between the Americans and Cubans in 
Santiago province, but at the same 
time he cannot help showing that they 
are annoying to him. His diplomatic 
relations with the United States gov 
eminent prevent him from talking as 
freely and frankly on the subject as he 
would otherwise do, but nevertheless 
what he does feel privileged to say is to 
the point and will explain the true situ 
ation. 
“ There is a difference between the 
temperament of the native Cabans and 
the native Americans,” said General 
Nunez. ‘‘I think, in the first place, that 
the reports are greatly exaggerated and

“ This is the result of three genera­ 
tions of the mode of war that has pre­ 
vailed in Caba to free it from the thrall 
of Spanish rule. The Cuban, therefore, 
does not fight like his American com­ 
panion in arms. 
He cannot be utilized 
for the performance of the same kind of 
duty, and I have no doubt that there 
have been cases of infraction of disci­ 
pline among them. 
“ The Cabans have fought for years 
for their liberty, and I do not believe 
that the average American appreciates 
the eentiment that has grown up among 
them. I, for one, however, could never 
countenance a revolt against the au­ 
thority or the aims of the American 
government in the disposition of the is 
land of Cuba. No matter what form of 
government may be set up after Spanish 
rule is annihilated in Cuba, annexation 
to the United States is the island’s des­ 
tiny. I said at the time of Lawyer Ru­ 
bens’ declaration in New York that the 
Cuban leaders stood committed to the 
policy of intervention by the United 
States. We wanted armed intervention, 
let come what might after that. 
“ Cuba can never stand alone in her 
commercial -relations to the United 
States. 
A tariff against tobacco would 
close American ports to one of her great 
sources of wealth. 
A restrictive tariff 
on sugar would pauperize her people. 
Her trade with Europe would not sup­ 
port them. 
“ The truth is the reports of infrac­ 
tion of discipline on the part of the Cu­ 
bans and their animosity toward Amer­ 
icans have been grossly exaggerated, 
colored and magnified. 
“ Possibly nine-tenths of the people of 
the United States find themselves under 
a distinct impression that this country 
entered upon a war of conquest. 
Now, 
that to some extent accounts for the 
sentiment among the Cubans. The idea 
has spread to them, more particularly 
among the unintelligent classes, that 
the United States army has been sent to 
Cuba to conquer and capture the land of 
their nativity where they have fought so 
many years for freedom. “—New York 
Journal.

Much ha* boon 
about the trouble between the Cuban 
soldiers under General Garcia and the 
American troop.: commanded by Gen­ 
eral Shafter. 
Some of the opinions ex­ 
pressed have carried weight, because 
they were uttered by men who were in 
a position to speak with authority on 
the one side or the other. The majority 
of those who have aired their views, 
however, have discussed a subject on 
which they were not well informed. It 
may be that they will derive profit from 
a statement of the true condition of 
affairs in Cuba by General Emilio 
Nunez, who recently returned to the 
United States from that island. 
General Nunez was sent on a mission 
to General Gomez in Santa Clara prov­ 
ince, Cuba, by the war department last 
June with a force of 350 Cubans and 
50 men of the Tenth United States cav­ 
alry. He successfully accomplished his 
mission and is now awaiting orders 
from Washington before returning to 
Cuba. 
General Nnnez does not attaoh muoh 
importance to the stories of ill feeling 
between the Americans and Cubans in 
Santiago province, but at the same 
time he cannot help showing that they 
are annoying to him. His diplomatic 
relations with the United States gov 
eminent prevent him from talking as 
freely and frankly on the subject as he 
would otherwise do, but nevertheless 
what he does feel privileged to say is to 
the point and will explain the true situ 
ation. 
“ There is a difference between the 
temperament of the native Cubans and 
the native Americans,” said General 
Nnnez. “I think, in the first place, that 
the reports are greatly exaggerated and 
that whatever animosity may exist 
arises from a misunderstanding. 
“ The Cuban insurgent is not a dis­ 
ciplined soldier. He is not trained like 
the American soldier, and he fights dif­ 
ferently. The Cuban soldiers are almost 
altogether guerrillas. It is not possible 
to take them in a compact body and 
throw them up against a mass of Span­ 
ish troops w ith any success. 
“ This is the result of three genera­ 
tions of the mode of war that has pre­ 
vailed in Cuba to free it from the thrall 
of Spanish rule. The Cuban, therefore, 
does not fight like his American com­ 
panion in arms. 
He cannot be utilized 
for the performance of the same kind of 
duty, and I have no doubt that there 
have been cases of infraction of disci­ 
pline among them. 
“ The Cabane have fought for years 
for their liberty, and I do not believe 
that the average American appreciates 
the sentiment that has grown up among 
them. I, for one, however, could never 
countenance a revolt against the au­ 
thority or the aims of the American 
government in the disposition of the is­ 
land of Cuba. No m atter what form of 
government may be set np after Spanish 
rule is annihilated in Caba, annexation 
to the United States is the island's des­ 
tiny. I said at the time of Lawyer R u­ 
bens' declaration in New York that the 
Cuban leaders stood committed to the 
policy of intervention by the Unitec 
States. We wanted armed intervention, 
let come what might after that. 
“ Cuba can never stand alone in her 
commercial “relations to the Unitec 
States. 
A tariff against tobacco would 
close American ports to one of her great 
sources of wealth. 
A restrictive tariff 
on sugar would pauperize her people. 
Her trade with Europe would not sup­ 
port them. 
The truth is the reports of infrac­ 
tion of discipline on the part of the Co­ 
rona and their animosity toward Amer­ 
icans have been grossly exaggerated, 
colored and magnified. 
Possibly nine-tenths of the people of 
the United States find themselves under 
a distinct impression that this country 
entered upon a war of conquest. 
Now, 
that to some extent accounts for the 
sentiment among the Cubans. The idea 
has spread to them, more particularly 
among the unintelligent classes, that 
the United States army has been sent to 
Cuba to conquer and capture the land of 
their nativity where they have fought so 
many years for freedom. " —New York 
Journal.

M a n ila , Aug. 4, via Hongkong, Aug. 
IO.—The United States monitor Monte­ 
rey arrived here today. 
Manila will be 
attacked as soon as the monitor Monad- 
nock comes here. 
She is expected by 
next Thursday. 
Admiral Dewey’s ships are stripping 
lor action. 
Owing to the high wind and heavy 
sea** the troops of the third expedition 
have not yet landed. The lighters were 
capsized in the attem pt and three na­ 
tives were drowned. 
Immediately after the arrival of the 
expedition General M erritt organized 
all his forces for an attack on Manila. 
The troops were formed into one di­ 
vision under command of General A n­ 
derson. The division is com posed of 
two brigades, the First, under General 
McArthur, is made up of the Twenty* 
third and Fourteenth regular infantry 
and the Wyoming, North Dakota, Ida­ 
ho, Minnesota volunteers and the Astor 
battery. 
The Second brigade, under command 
of General Green, Eighteenth regular 
infantry, Third artillery, Engineers, 
Signal corps and California, Colorado, 
Nebraska, 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers, 
Utah battery. 
The two brigades number 0,000 men. 
Oregon troops garrisoned Cavite. 
Admiral Dewey’s fleet commands the 
trenches and camps of the Spaniards. 
The situation in Manila is critical- 
The lights of the city are extinguished. 
All meats are exhausted. 
The dafenses 
are a cordon of trenches, two batteries 
of nine 6-inch guns each, the latter on 
the Cavite side. The big guns are di­ 
rectly in front. 
Further particulars of the fighting 
near Malate, on the night of July SI, 
say: 
General Greene’s force, numbering 
4,000 men, had been advancing and en­ 
trenching, The arrival of the third ex­ 
pedition tilled the Spaniards with rage, 
aud they determined to give batlle be­ 
fore Camp Dewey could be reinforced. 
The trenches extended from the beach 
800 yards to the left flank of the insur­ 
gents. 
Sunday was the insurgent feast day, 
and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. 
Companies A and E of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania and the Utah battery 
were ordered to reinforce the right 
flank. 
in the midst of a raging typhoon, 
with a tremendous downpour of rain, 
the enemy’s force, estimated at 3,000 
men, attempted to surprise the camp. 
Our pickets were driven iu and the 
trenches assaulted. 
The brave Penn­ 
sylvania men never flinched, but stood 
their ground under a withering tire. 
I he alarm spread and the First Cali­ 
fornia regiment with two companies 
of the Third artillery, who fought with 
rifles, were sent to reinforce the Penn­ 
sylvanians. The enemy was on top of 
the trenches when these reinforcements 
arrived, aud never was the discipline of 
the regulars better demonstrated than 
by the work of the Third artillery under 
Captain O’Hara. 
Nothing could be 
but flashes of Mauser rifles. 
Mea ran right up to the attacking 
Spaniards and mowed them down with 
regular volleys. 
The Utah battery, under Captain 
i ouag, covered itself with glory. 
The 
men pulled their guns through mud 
axle-deep. Two guns were sent around 
in flank and poured in a destructive en­ 
tiledmg fire.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. IO.—More than 24 
hours after it had feguu to ratch W ash­ 
ington the Spanish note, in answer to 
the president’s peace conditions, was 
presented at the White House by the 
French ambassador late yesterday after­ 
noon. 
W hat the nature of the answer 
was can only be conjectured at this 
stage, the secretary of state, at the con­ 
clusion of the conference, making the 
formal statement that nothing w hat­ 
ever oould be said on the subject. 
The conference lasted about an hour 
and twenty-five minutes. 
This pro­ 
longed discussion was believed to indi­ 
cate that the Spanish answer wa* not 
satisfactory in all respects, though in 
just what points it fell short of meeting 
the expectations of the president it is 
impossible to say. 
It was felt by the observers that had 
the answer been a complete acceptance 
of our terms, the result would have 
been made public. 
On the other hand 
it would be a strained inference to con­ 
clude that the answer was unsatisfac­ 
tory entirely, for in that case, accord­ 
ing to the president’s statement hereto­ 
fore mode, his offer would have been 
definitely withdrawn and the war re­ 
sumed with greater energy than before. 
It would 
seem that 
there oould 
scarcely be a good reasou in tnis case 
for withholding the result of the con­ 
ference. On a whole it is rather to be 
concluded that a middle result was ob­ 
tained; that Spain was found to have 
attached certain conditions to her ac­ 
ceptance of the president’s terms, but 
that the latter was not disposed to re­ 
gard the injection of the new m atter as 
sufficient in itself to warrant an imme­ 
diate termination of the peace negotia­ 
tions. According to this view, it would 
seem that the president had taken ex­ 
ception to some of the Spanish condi­ 
tions, but has allowed a last opportunity 
for them to be withdrawn or modified. 
The Spauish reply is said to bu di­ 
vided into five points' or heads, namely, 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrone islands, oc- 
culotion of Mauila, and appointment 
of a commission, which are treated in 
the order named. 
So far as could be 
learned no mention is made of the 
Cuban debt. 
The retention of arms 
and ammunition by the Spanish troops 
comes in for indirect reference under 
the head of Cuba. 
In the absence of an official state­ 
ment it is impossible to give the Span­ 
ish position on the several American 
conditions. 
But from the best informa­ 
tion obtainable, in treating each sub­ 
ject, Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrone#, Ma- J 
uila aud peace commission, an accept­ 
ance rn some cast s is understood to re­ 
late to conditions somewhat different 
to those laid down by the American 
government. 
As to Cuba, the Ameri­ 
can terms demanded the evacuation of 
the island without spm fying the future 
form of government. The Spanish re­ 
ply is said to accept the principle that 
Spanish sovereignty over Cuba will ter­ 
minate, but it is understood to take up 
the future government of the island, 
and because of the extent Spanish in­ 
terests there, is said to take the view, 
either 
express or implied, that the 
United States should administer to the 
affairs of the island. 
As to the time of 
evacuating Cube, this is a detail which 
the Spanish reply is said to regard as 
among many which can be left to the 
commission for final determination. 
The American conditions as to Porto 
Rico, the Ladrone#, Manila, etc., are 
believed to be accepted, but the topics 
are treated at some length, and it will 
require the full text to show how far 
the language used may be construed as 
an acceptance. 
The provision as to the commission is 
assented to. 
The commission is to con­ 
sist of five commissioners on each side, 
with Paris as the probable meeting 
place. 
The Spanish reply is said to de­ 
velop somewhat the scope of the com­ 
mission, leaving to it uot only the de­ 
termination of the future of the Philip­ 
pines, but also the details involved In 
the arrangement of a lasting {stare 
The outcome of the conference is un­ 
known, but the best opinion obtainable 
is that the matter is still open, that Am­ 
bassador Cam Ism will reijort to Spam 
the results of his efforts aud the desires 
of this government, and that another 
reolv from riuain aa to some detail* will 


be necessary tG a final conclusion. 
There were just four parties to the 
conference. President McKinley aud 
Secretary of State Day on the one side, 
and M. Cam bon, the French ambassa­ 
dor, and his first secretary of legation, 
M. Thiebault, presenting the case of 
Spain.

FOUL DEEDS OF THE WHITE SOCIETY 


IN PORTO RICO. 


Barbarous H ighbinders o f th e H om e Coun­ 
try W ho Rob, Oppress and M urder th e 
Natives — How Officials W ith Im punity 
Laid Tribute Upon the W eak. 


AN A T T A C H E ’S CU NNI NG. 


This morning at 6 o’clock as Bruce 
Ralston was on his way to work at the 
-hope he passed the foot of N inth street, 
and saw a dark object floating in the 
nver near the shore. 
He summoned as 
sistance and with Charles Paisley and 
Robert Marsh rowed out iu a skiff. 
They soon saw it was the body of a man, 
and towed it to the Sixth street landing. 
U ndertaker Haugh was notified, and 
the remains taken to his place. 
The body is that of a man abont six 
feet tall and dressed in a checked flannel 
shirt, overalls and belt. 
There was 
nothing in his pockets except a cheap 
pipe. From all appearances he was a 
laboring man. 
A cut on his head was 
probably made after the body was in the 
nver. Physicians express thfr belief the 
body had been in the w ater at least 15 
days. 
Coroner Straugn was notified, and 
said he woald start at once from Lisbon. 
The body will be interred in the potters’ 
field at Spring Hill.

In the New York W orld’s recent dis­ 
patches from Porto Rico another in ­ 
stance of Spanish barbarity and oppres 
aion has been brought to light through 
the arrest of one Pazo, the accredited 
president of the W hite society. 
This organization is none less than a 
complete and vigorous Mafia of the 
worst type. 
Its tenets and vows compel 
the most nameless atrocities upon the 
native population, and hundreds of in­ 
nocent persons have fallen through its 
direction. 
No native was ever admitted 
to its councils. 
In a measure the society was on the 
plan of 
the Kuklnx Klan, only its 
atrocities were far more cruel. 
It was 
founded in 1887, and since then has 
flourished continuously. Dr. Julio Hen 
na, president of the Patriotic Porto Ri 
can league, recently furnished the New 
York World information concerning it, 
“ The White society, or Blanco, as it 
is called in Porto Rico, aims only at 
the oppression of the natives. Its mem­ 
bers range through all grades of Span­ 
ish in the island, from the common sol­ 
dier to the high government official. 
Through its working the Spaniards rob 
bed the Porto Ricans right and left. 
“ For instance, a petty official, deair 
ing to ourry favor with his superior, 
would report that he had discovered 
smile wealthy or well to do native con­ 
spiring against Spain. 
Following this, 
the native, with two or three friends, 
would be arrested. 
Upon arriving at 
the prison the officials would begin their 
torture. Slender wooden rods thrust be 
tween the fingers would notify the sub­ 
ject what was in store. 
Then the man 
would be told that he had conspired 
against Spain. 
Naturally he would 
deny w hat he had not dona 
A tw ist of the rods usually admon­ 
ished him that the answer was unsatis­ 
factory. The officials would inform him 
that everything was discovered and that 
So-and-so was implicated. 
If he still 
denied, the torture would be renew’ed, 
and if at the end he persisted in his in­ 
nocence he was cast into jail. 
In this way complete terror would 
be inspired among the inhabitants, and 
whatever the Spanish officials chose to 
do none would have the temerity to 
complain. 
Again, every inhabitant of Porto 
Rico is compelled to bear a passport. 
W ithout 
this document none 
may 
travel through the island. Every police 
soldier has the right there to demand a 
view of the passport, and unless he sees 
it may cast the unlucky one into prison. 
If the native should be so foolish as to 
try to escape, the soldier, by law, could 
shoot him down with impunity. 
“ For these passports the officials ex­ 
torted a fee ranging from IO cents to 
$500 a year, depending upon the condi­ 
tion of the applicant. 
Under this op­ 
pression the way of the Spaniards was 
simple. A native wishing to travel out­ 
side a city woald be held up by the 
Spanish guards. 
“ ‘It will cost yon so mach, ’ he would 
be told. 
The ignorant perhaps would 
protest. 
“ ‘W here’s your passport?’ 
“ He would show it. Then the sol­ 
diers would announce that they would 
keep the passport till he returned. The 
man would go on. 
As soon as he w’as 
oat of sight the soldiers, tearing up the 
passport, would gallop after him. 
A 
shot, and the tragedy was complete. 
“ ’Had no passport and tried to es­ 
cape, ’ would be the official report, aud 
none ever dared to protest that the dead 
m an’s pockets were rifled. 
“ Here’s another way they had. 
Au 
officer in need of money would euter a 
house And demand, say, $100. If he did 
not get it, he would depart with the in­ 
timation that his memory was long. 
After that the victim was marked 
among th e ‘w hites.’ 
The word would 
be passed along, aud in a few days or 
so the victim would be found dead. 
‘Had no passport and tried to escape.’ 
“ Overwhelmed by these successive 
barbarities, the natives formed societies 
of their own—for protection purely. 
They called themselves 'Seco*' and 
'Mojados*—dry and wet, in other words. 
Their name for the Spanish highbinders 
was * Com pontes. ’ 
“ As the entire Spanish adm inistra­ 
tion is of this organization one can un­ 
derstand the oppression that has ruled 
in the island. 
No native was safe. 
It 
was used for extortion, oppression and 
murder. 
“ Do you wonder that the Porto Ri­ 
cans have risen up to greet the Ameri­ 
cans? Our junta has instructed them in 
thia The natives know that the advanoe 
of the Americans is the march of prog­ 
ress and liberty. For this reason the 
world has seen a campaign unlike any 
other ever known in the history of wars. 
The end of Spanish barbarity has come 
in Porto Rico, aud her people will be 
free. “

Council last evening held one of the 
pertest sessions on record, and trans- 
fluted bot little business. 
When President Marshall called the 
meeting to order at 8 :45 o’clock Messrs. 
Aebbaugh, Cain and Olnhansen were

and the ordinance fixing grade lines on 
Persimmon alley between Sixth and 


S eventh streets was read for a second 
time. 
This was all the unfinished business, 


an d the treasurer’s report as published 
in the N ew s R ev iew yesterday was 
read. Fire Chief Morley reported the 
fire department having answered seven 
fire. 27 patrol and four ambulance calls 


a n d taking 21 prisoners to the city jail 
during the month. Commissioner Bryan, 


ae nsna1, reported doing general street 
work, while Mayor Bough’s monthly 
report showed that he had collected $106 
m fines and licenses. 
Clerk Hanley began to read the reso­ 


l u t i o n to improve Grant street, Spring 
street, West Market street, Basil avenue 
and Woodlawn avenue, but as it takes 
two-thirds of all the members elected to 
pass a resolution and only five members 
were present it was necessary to lay the 
resolutions over. 
Mr. Peach asked if property owners 
in West Market street had been notified 
to repair their pavements and Clerk 
Hanley replied that he had notified the 
mayor, but Chief Johnson replied that 
he had never received or served any 
notices. 
The assessing ordinances of Jackson, 
Jefferson and Monroe streets were read, 
but could not be passed, and President 
Marshall said : “It is very unfortunate 
that we do not have enough members 
present to pass these ordinances, as they 
should be passed at once.” 
The pay ordinance passed, after all 
the bills laid over last evening, except 
those of Knowles, Taylor & Anderson 
and Harrison Rinehart, had been placed 
on the pay roll. 
Upon motion of Mr. Stewart the 
mayor and clerk were instructed to give 
the city’s note for $1,600 to Ryan & 
McLaughlin on account of work on 
Avondale street. The note is given for 
SO days and will bear no interest. 
Mr. Stewart then said: “I under­ 
stand the people living on Pennsylvania 
avenue who, two years ago laid their 
pavements, say they will not pay for 
having them taken up and relaid. I 
move you the contractor be instructed 
not to touch those pavements until we 
find out whether the city can do this 
work and assess it against the prop­ 
erty.” 
President Marshall explained that the 
people had never been assessed for the 
pavements they had laid.

The most picturesque superstitions of 
the seas are those which govern a m od­ 
ern m an-o’-war. 
Every old salt in the 
navy believes in hoodoos and spells 
which may work all sorts of evils on 
his ship and m ust be carefully guarded 
against. 
The powers of a sh ip ’s hoodoos com­ 
mence before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a generally accepted super­ 
stition that if the first blow which is 
struck the keel brings sparks the ship is 
destined to suffer from a raking fire 
from the enemy. 
The old tim e practice of stealing a 
piece of wood and im bedding it in the 
prow for good luck is, of course, impos­ 
sible in th e case of steel ships, though 
it is considered lucky to have a ^iece of 
stolen wood on board. 
Another old superstition is satisfied 
by placing a silver coin in some crevice 
of the fighting top of the m ainm ast or j 
some place below decks w here it touches 
the steel mast. O riginally it was a very 
common custom to imbed a silver ooin, 
and preferably a Spanish coin, in the 
wooden steps near the mast. 
Figureheads have been in high favor 
w ith sailors from rem ote antiquity. 
O riginally they were carved to repre­ 
sent some god or saint. 
Even^oday a 
sailor would hesitate to sail o n X i iron­ 
clad w ithout such protection. 
The ceremony of launching a ship is 
merely a concession to an old supersti­ 
tion. 
The various form alities of ship 
christening have been followed w ith 
little variation for centuries. 
In the early days of shipbuilding it 
was the custom for the captain and the 
crew to eat their first m eal stowed away 
in the mold loft. T heir meal invariably 
consisted of eggs and sulphur. 
From 
this custom has come the present day 
practice of providing cakes and wine 
for the crew. 
And the old libation 
which the priests used to pour over the 
prow of the ship as she slipped into the 
w ater has been replaced by the break­ 
ing of a bottle of champagne. 
The modern m an-of-war dashes into 
the w ater w ith flags waving from every 
masthead. 
In order to gratify this old 
superstition it has been necessary to ex­ 
pend hundreds of dollars for the chris­ 
tening of a single ship. B ut no one be- I 
grudges this extravagance. 
is necessary. 
The good or ill luck of certain days 
is still a belief among the sailors. 
F ri­ 
day is a day of ill omen, and Sunday is 
usually a lucky day. 
A superstition about women is a relic 
of the old belief in w itchcraft. 
It is 
thought that a woman by throw ing sand 
in the air on shipboard can produce 
violent storms. 
Not m any years ago 
some women who traveled on English 
warships were tortured daring a storm 
to make them quiet the wavea 
These barbaric beliefs, however, are 
partially compensated by the supersti­ 
tion which sailors have held for centu­ 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
blessing to a ship. 
The Neck was a 
handsome boy w ith golden curia 
It is 
said that be is alw ays accompanied by 
a black lamb and carries w ith him a 
golden harp. O ur old salts have especial 
confidence in a ship which is christened 
by a child. 
The average sailor is superstitious 
about the ringing of the sh ip ’s bulla 
In olden tim es the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if a 
m istake is m ade in striking the hour, 
the sailors insist that the bells at onoe 
be struck backwards to break the spell, 
and if by any chance the wind should 
catch the bells aud swing them all the 
way around, or if they strike nine bells, 
it is believed th at it w ill be the last of 
th at ship.

23 men in the company who were Sons 
of Veterans and the others were picked 
up here and there and were in no way 
connected with the organization. 
This 
company was not mustered. 
In the sec­ 
ond place they could not fill ont the re­ 
tinted number even to get in on the 
minimum. The minimum number for 
a company before it can be mustered 
into the Guard is 42, and they did not 
have that number, so that half of their 
numbers of the organization they were 
supposed to represent.” 
“What is the nee of sending out an 
organization of that sort when it does 
not represent what it is supposed to rep­ 
resent? It would be a nice thing for 
the state if it could send into this war a 
regiment from here that could lay just 
claim to being sons of war veterans, bat 
if most of the men are to be those who 
have no connection with the organiza­ 
tion. what is the use of it ? 
“The legislature at its last meeting 
made provision for them in that way by 
providing that if they could get a regi 
ment of Sons of Veterans they might 
be made a part of the Guard. 
The 
governor has held the same thing and 
the orders that have been issued from 
this department have been in harmony 
with the plan. It will not do for us now 
to take any organization that simply 
has that name, for in that any of them 
could get in, for few of them but have 
men who are sons of veterans. 


T H E GREAT DESERT. 


ro w er of th e W inds on That Barren W aste 
of Bands. 
With a feeling that my words will 
carry little weight with those who 
think otherwise, I veutnre to suggest 
that the Sahara is not exactly what it 
is commonly assumed to be, and yet in 
many ways it is not very different. 
Its 
first sands, when approached firm the 
iide of El-Kantara, are giant rocks, 
burned brown and red nuder the glow 
of the southern sun, standing out iii 
wild pinnacles from the gently undu­ 
lating surface. 
This is not the desert 
that is ordinarily pictured by the mind 
—that flat, endless expanse which fades 
off unmoved and unbroken to the limits 
of vision— but it is thedesert, neverthe 
less, just as much as the mountain 
snows of the far north are a part of the 
great arctic “ sea of ice.” Beyond, how­ 
ever, is the great plain itself, its swell 
ing undulations hardly relieving to the 
eye the appearance of absolute flatness 
which the picture offers. 
The truth is, the Sahara presents 
itself in a double aspect, that of the flat 
and sandy plain and that of the rocky 
ridge or mountain, the Hammada. It is 
the Hammada that is more particularly 
dreaded by the caravans, for among 
their wind swept crags there are few 
oases, and only the blowing sands and 
a relentless sun are the companions of 
the footsore pilgrim. 
In many parts of 
the flat desert traveling is moderately 
easy, for over long distances the surface 
has become coated into a hard, slimy 
crust—a solid basement rock, one may 
call it- 
Along our route of travel there 
were no sand dunes of any magnitude/ 
the highest perhaps scarcely exceed 
ing 16 or 20 feet, but I was informed by 
the distinguished French explorer, M. 
Fonreaud, who was then stopping at 
Biskra, that beyond Tnggnrt they rise 
to the prodigious height of from 1,200 
to 1,400 feet 
This speaks even more 
eloquently for the power of the winds 
than do the high tossed sands of ooral 
islands.—Popular Science Monthly.

Through the influence of the lady superior 
of th e convent w here I stopped the queen gra­ 
ciously gave me rn hearing w ithout delay.

m ajesty took m y papers, read them over, and 
aa I explained th at I required them to present 
to P resident McKinley she returned them to 
me the next day through one of her m aids oI 
honor. 
The qneen used the following words: “ I am 
deeply touched by these beautiful resolution* 
in favor of peace, but I am a constitutional 
sovereign and oannot take the initiative in mo J 
matter without my ministers. Go and see 
some of my ministers." 
The queen’s m aid of honor, who visited me 
every day w hile I waa a t M adrid, told m e that, 
though her m ajesty yearned for peace, she 
could not. in deference to her m inisters, ap 
pear to be overanxious for it. 
Acting upon the queen’s suggestion to see 
some minister, I called upon the secretary of 
state, Duke Almodovar del Rio. From him I 
have received the following letter: 
'The generosity and energy which have 
prompted you to make this long excursion to 
a strange lend for the sake of peace, united to 
your intense patriotism and to roar love for 
Spain, convince me that yon w ill be a power­ 
ful and beneficent influence in the United 
States. The help of your league, of which you 
are such a worthy member, cannot fail to do 
good. I approve of your resolutions end wish 
you success with the president of the United 
States on the same mission. “ 
Some of the jingo papers called me Genera) 
S hafter’e daughter and raiaed such a row th at 
there was great danger of an attack being 
m ade by the mob upon the convent where J 
was stopping; hence I left secretly and swiftly.

OUR NAVY AS A TEACHER. 


It Ha* Shown the W’ay For Advanced 
Naval C onstruction. 
The record breaking run of the bat­ 
tleship Oregon showed Russia that her 
own Da val architecture was not up to 
date, aud the builder of the Oregon is 
now in St. Petersburg, by royal invita­ 
tion, to discuss plans for revolutionizing 
the Russian ships. 
The speed perform­ 
ances of the Brooklyn and the Oregon in 
overhauling the Cristobal Colon empha­ 
sized the importance of high speetl in 
effective fighting ships. Japan is now 
revising her plans and expects shortly 
to have the fastest cruisers afloat. 
The 
destruction of Cervera’s squadron has 
doomed wood in the construction of 
warships. Italy has issued an order that 
wood must not be used in several war­ 
ships now in process of construction and 
has suspended work upon them until 
revised plans can be made. 
England announces that henceforth 
in the construction of her battleships 
speed w ill not be sacrificed in order to 
protect them with heavy armor. 
This 
conclusion undoubtedly resulted from 
the fact that the armor of Cervera’s 
ships furnished little protection, since 
it was easily penetrated by 6 inch and 8 
inch shells. 
A cablegram says that the 
new cruisers soon to be launched by 
France will carry no guns of extremely 
large caliber, but will have an increased 
number of rapid fire guns of small di­ 
mensions. This is directly in line with 
the recommendations of Dewey, Samp­ 
son and Schley.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

K londike Expense* Are H igh. 
At present prices a year’s outfit is 
worth |1,000 in Dawson City, and the 
cost of packing goods to the Forks, the 
nearest point to where any great quan­ 
tity is required, is 40 cents per pound. 
In winter provisions are freighted up 
the creeks for about one-fourth of this 
price, however. 
The Indian district 
creeks are from four to eight times 
farther away than the Forks, and the 
cost of freighting to this locality must 
thus be correspondingly increased. Aud 
it is worth every penny of the sum 
charged. Again, sluice lumber is worth 
from $250 to $600 per 1,000 feet, ac­ 
cording to the distance it must be pack­ 
ed from the mills in Dawson and near 
by. 
Wood for thawing the earth anc, 
for other purposes is likewise scarce in 
most mining localities, and the minor 
expenses of erecting suitable cabins 
and securing tools bring the total cost 
of working claims to a high figure 
There is quite a large settlement at 
the Forks, 40 or more log cabins, two 
hotels and a brewery having been erect­ 
ed. The inspector of mines also has his 
headquarters here. 
Yukon log cabins 
are usually about IO by 20 feet in size. 
The w alls between the logs are chinked 
with clay and moss, and the pitch roof 
is covered with clay to a depth of about 
six inches. 
They are comfortable even 
in the coldest weather.

Much ha* boon w ritten a n i said 
about the trouble between the Cuban 
soldiers under General G arcia and the 
American troops commanded by Gen­ 
eral Shafter. 
Some of the opinions ex­ 
pressed have carried weight, because 
they were uttered by men who wore in 
a position to speak with authority on 
the one side or the other. The m ajority 
of those who have aired their views, 
however, have discussed a subject on 
which they were not well informed. It 
may be that they will derive profit from 
a statem ent of the true condition of 
affairs in Cuba by General Em ilio 
Nunez, who recently returned to the 
United States from that island. 
General Nunez was sent on a mission 
to General Gomez in Santa C lara prov­ 
ince, Cuba, by the war departm ent last 
June w ith a force of 350 Cubans and 
50 men of the Tenth United States cav­ 
alry. 
He successfully accomplished his 
mission and is now aw aiting orders 
from W ashington before returning to 
Caba. 
General Nunez does not attach much 
importance to the stories of ill feeling 
between the Americans and Cubans in 
Santiago province, but at the same 
tim e he cannot help showing th at they 
are annoying to him. 
His diplom atic 
relations w ith the United States gov­ 
ernm ent prevent him from talking as 
freely and frankly on the subject as he 
would otherwise do, but nevertheless 
w hat he does feel privileged to say is to 
the point and w ill explain the true situ­ 
ation. 
“ There is a difference between the 
tem peram ent of the native Cubans and 
the native A m ericans,” said General 
Nunez. “ I think, in the first place, that 
the reports are greatly exaggerated and 
th at whatever anim osity m ay exist 
arises from a m isunderstanding. 
“ The Cuban insurgent is not a dis­ 
ciplined soldier. 
He is not trained like 
the American soldier, and he fights d if­ 
ferently. The Cuban soldiers are almost 
altogether guerrillas. 
It is not possible 
to take them in a compact body and 
throw them up against a mass of Span­ 
ish troops w ith any success. 
“ This is the result of three genera­ 
tions of the mode of war that has pre­ 
vailed in Cuba to free it from the thrall 
of Spanish rule. The Cuban, therefore, 
does not fight like his American com­ 
panion in arms. 
He cannot be utilized 
for the performance of the same kind of 
duty, and I have no donbt that there 
have been cases of infraction of disci­ 
pline among them. 
“ The Cubans have fought for years 
for their liberty, and I do not believe 
th at the average American appreciates 
the sentim ent th at has grown up among 
them. I, for one, however, could never 
countenance a revolt against the au ­ 
thority or the aim s of the American 
governm ent in the disposition of the is­ 
land of Cuba.

I said at the tim e of Lawyer R u­ 
bens’ declaration in New York that the 
Cuban leaders stood comm itted to the 
policy of intervention by the United 
States. We wanted arm ed intervention, 
let come what m ight after that. 
“ Cuba can never stand alone in her 
commercial ‘relations to the United 
States. 
A tariff against tobacco would 
close American ports to one of her great 
sources of wealth. 
A restrictive tariff 
on sugar would pauperize her people. 
Her trade w ith Europe would not sup­ 
port them. 
“ The tru th is the reports of infrac­ 
tion of discipline on the part of the Cu­ 
bans and their anim osity tow ard Am er­ 
icans have been grossly exaggerated, 
colored and magnified. 
“ Possibly nine-tenths of the people of 
the United States find themselves under 
a distinct impression that this country 
entered upon a w ar of conquest. 
Now, 
th at to some extent accounts for the 
sentim ent among the Cubans. The idea 
has spread to them, more particularly 
among the unintelligent classes, that 
the United States arm y has been sent to 
Cuba to conquer and capture the land of 
their nativity where they have fought so 
many years for freedom. ” —New York 
Journal.
